The calamity which bas befallen the Russian and Polish Jewish communities is of the most appalling character, and has, indeed, no precedent in the tragica 
vicissitudes of the Jewish people. 


From end to end of the Pale of Settlement—the centre of gravity of the European Jewry—the country has been ravaged with a completeness unparalleled is 
the other vast battlefields of the war. The ebband flow of three invasions have left the whole of Poland and many of the contiguous provinces almost desolate, and the 
larger part of the population are now fugitives—for the most part starving and shelterless—in the provinces to the rear of the battling Russian lines. For month 
past our well-to-do Russian coreligionists living outside the Pale have grappled courageously and generously with their share of this colossal problem, but their resource 


are quite inadequate to meet the daily increasing demands made upon them. It is for this reason that they now ask the Jews of the world to come to their assist 
ance, arid we feel confident that their call will find a responsive echo in every Jewish heart. 


It is not possible at this moment to give exact statistics of the Jewish victims for whom belp is needed. The expulsions from the war. zone 
wutumn, and which were from the outset attended by terrible hardships, had by the end of May gradually depopulated all the chief Jewish centres in fourtees 
Russian and Polish provinces and the larger part of Galicia. The number of Jewish fugitives for whom the Relief Committees of Petrograd, Moscow, Kiet! and Odesss 
were then making provision was 526,000, and the cost of their maintenance was no less than 3,682,000 roubles per month. 


Since then the distress has more thar 
doubled, both in intensity and volume. The larger part of the Jews who had remained in Poland have joined their Christian fellow-countrymen in fiy:ing before ¢he

‘Although it is true that among the privileged Jews enjoying rights of residence in the great internal cities of Russia are many in comfortable and even atfluem 
circumstances, their number is relatively very small, and we can well understand that, with the utmost self-sacrifice, they are unable to cope alone with the terrible 
calamity by which they are confronted. 


The distress of the Jewish refugees has unhappily been accentuated by the fact that they consist in so large a proportion of the most helpless elements of the 
community—old men, women, and children. Even in normal times their burdens in this respect are disproportionately heavy, but in the present war the sacrifices 
imposed upon them have been vastly increased by the patriotic alacrity with which the whole valid Jewish manhood of Poland and Kussia has rallied to the colours, 
supplying large numbers of volunteers in addition to the ordinary contingents of reservists and recruits. Thus the refugees have a double claim upon the sympathy 
and help of their brethren in the allied countries. We owe it as much to their brave sons, brothers, and husbands who, with such signal honour to the Jewish name, 
are helping us to fight our battles for national existence as to their own heartrending need that we should fly promptly and generously to their assistance. 


All moneys subscribed in response to this Appeal will be employed for the direct relief of the Jewish victims of the war, through the medium of the 


Petrograd Jewish Committee, which is under the Presidency of M. Warchawsky and Baron A. de Ginzburg, and is associated with 120 local Jewish Relief Committees, 
all actively at work in the Russian theatre of the war.

M, BARK AND RUSSIAN 


THE statements on the Russo-Jewish questiou ~itrivuted to the 
Kussian Finance Minister, M. BARK, in the course of a conversation 
with Mr. W.A. APPLETON, the Hon. President of the Workers’ League 
for Jewish Emancipation (and Secretary of the General lederation of 
Trade Unions) are evidently intended to breathe a reassuring spirit. 
It is gratifying to know from so important a member of the administra- 
tion that the Russian Government is “ proceeding upon the assumption 
that the knowledge and association (between Jew and non-Jew) 
would break down prejudices and pave the way for greater (]ewish) 
privileges and liberties.”” We only wish that the principle had been 
given a working chance long ago in Russia, and that it were not even 
now limited in its application so far as certain areas are concerned 
“mainly those inhabited by Cossacks,” to quote M. BARK’s own 
words. If wider contact and closer intercourse can make an end of 
prejudice: elsewhere, it is not easy to see why their virtue should 
stop short even at Cossack districts. M. BAkk’s suggestion 
that the perpetuation of the restriction is in the interests of 
the Jews themselves is disagreeably reminiscent of old 
controversies; and not in accord with the facts as we wunder- 
stand them. In any case we should imagine that it would 
be far better to leave it to our people to decide whether 
Or not they can safely settle in a particular area, seeing that 
our coreligionists are as keen for their own security as any other 
part of the population ! 


HOWEVER, if the general spirit indicated by M. BARK does in fact 
prevail with the Kussian Government we see no reason why the 
extension of Jewish liberties should not go further, and that, as M. 
bARK puts it, the concessions already made by administrative action 
should not be at once “endorsed” by the Duma, “ enlarged,” and 
become the law of the land. We are particularly interested 
in the Iinance Minister's perception of the truth that “ Russia 
needs capital and enterprise,” and that “ the Jews could supply both.” 
This is a simple truth that we have urged year in and year out, and 
if the Government has now firmly seized the fact, then a new 
era should now begin, not only for lKussian Jews, but for 
Russian prosperity in general. We share M. BaAkk’'s. -hope that 
“those with Liberal ideas will co-operate,’ though it needs two to 
co-operate in friendship, as to be opposed in contest: and we take 
note with confidence and profound satisfaction of M. BAKK’s parting 
declaration that the Government is alive to its duties, and that the 
fact that Russia is associated with the Republic of France and the 
Democracy of [:ngland in a fight for liberty and the higher civilisa 
tion “should afford every encouragement to those whose hearts are 
still fearful.” We are pleased to learn that the Conjoint Com- 
mittee have been in conference with the Kussian Finance Minister 
during his stay in london, and we doubt not that he learnt from 
that body the eagerness with which Jews everywhere are watching 
any tangible change in Kussia’s policy towards our people. We 
trust that the Committee will find itself able to make public the gist 
of its conversations with M. BARK, and thus not leave even to so 
sympathetic a body as the Workers’ League for Jewish Emancipa-. 
tion the representation before the world of Jewish claims and Russian 
disposition in regard to them. It could thus show the community not 
only that it realises its duty, but that it understands the limitations 
and the dangers of a policy of secrecy when circumstances 
insistently demand, above all things, mutual confidence between 


Jewish leaders and those whose interests they would serve.

RELIEF FOR RUSSO-JEWS. 


WE again ask the prompt and hearty attention of our readers to 
the appeal which is issued on behalf of the Polish and Russian jews. 
This is no mere ordinary administrative appeal such as comes from 
our institutions from time to time. It concerns hundreds of thou- 
sands, nay millions, of starving fellow-Jews in the land of one of this 
country’s allies, between whom and death from absolute starvation 
only the slenderest partition stands. We cannot enjoy our lives here 
in compatative security while thousands of children abroad are crying 
for bread, and’ we must in God's name hold out a helping hand, 
giving not merely what we can spare, but more—a great deal more. 
The need for sacrifice is pressing, distressing, overwhelming. A 
handsome beginning has been made as usual by the members of 
the house of ROTHSCHILD, who, amid the other innumerable 
heavy calls upon them have headed this subscription list with a 


- donation of £5,000. We implore our coreligionists, without dis- 


tinction of class, to follow this example and to save as many fellow- 
beings as they can from the awful fate which must otherwise over- 
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take them.’ We would only add just two things. In this critical 
and terrifying emergency it is necessary to enlist the widest possible 
support. Every penny may mean a life rescued at a moment of 
extremity; and although the less wealthy as well as the working men 
and women of the community have already given liberally, there 
remain many of those who belong to these classes to be enlisted in 
the great effort. This will be more readily accomplished, we feel 
sure, if the working-class organisations are given some representa- 
tion on the Relief Committee—a representation which at present 
seems lacking. Inthe second place it is desirable that the distress 
among Palestinians and lalestine Refugees in Egypt should not be 
overlooked. The Committee, of which Mr. LANDAU was the head 
and which did such fine work, is now merged in the present Com- 
mittee. Kut Mr. LANDAU’s organisation undertook to reserve for 
Palestine a proportion of its collection, and we believe that a definite 
announcement that the same policy will be pursued in the new appeal 
would increase the contributions sent in, so that the aid of the Polish 
Jews would not be prejudiced but furthered. Whatever be done, 
howeéver, delay is impossible. The greatest calamity in all our 
history has befallen. What Jew with a heart, or with a spark of the 
humanity that is rightly attributed to the race, can hesitate when his 
brethren are perishing by thousands ? 
OUR INCONSISTENCY.” 


THE writer of a lengthy article which recently appeared in the 


American Israelite, sees fit to fall foul of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
on the ground of inconsistency, and even worse crimes.’ The 
allegation of inconsistency—a rather small point, when put, as this 
\merican writer puts it, to labour at the best of times —is based 
upon a comparison of the attitude which this paper assumed towards 


the European War in its preliminary or preparatory stages, and that 
which it has steadily maintained throughout the past fourteen 
months. We have often explained, for the benefit of those who 
wanted td see, that, as a matter of fact, there is nothing illogical or 
even incohsistent in these attitudes; although the pride of absolute 
consistency that lies.in sticking to an opinion once formed tnostly 
resides in the bosom of the foolish. Writing at a time when the 
issue was Confined to a quarrel between Germany and Austria on the 
one hand, and Kussia on the other, upon the question of the punish- 
ment of Servia for an alleged act of assassination by some of its 
subjects, we declared that in our view this was a dispute from which 
Great britain should hold aloof. \We said, too, and quite truly, that 
at that time we had no quarrel with Germany, and the official papers 
that have been issued by the British Government show that that was 
also then its view. 


ya swift series of strokes, however, Germany transformed the whole 
quarrel. lIrance was attacked, the neutrality of both Luxemburg and 
Belgium was violated, and this country was confronted with the 
defiance by the German military power of all the international ameni- 
ties. It should be plain to the meanest intelligence that the issue 
was now altogether changed. It was no longer a question of foreign 
politics that at most remotely affected this country. It was a 
question of international honour, of safeguarding not alone the very 
life of these islands, but Liberty and Freedom for Europe. What 
before had been a question of indirect interest to Britain became a 
matter of direct and vital concern to civilisation, which Jews no more 
than Englishmen could ignore save at their peril. - What had been the 
Teuton-Slav dispute now touched the honour of England. No longer 
was it a question whether England should interfere in a controversy 
between Kussia and Germany. It became aquestion whethersheshould 
keep her plighted troth to Belgium and honour her own signature ; 
whether this great country should play her part in resisting the 
iron heel of Prussian militarism, or whether, remaining outside the 
struggle, she should give tacit consent toits brutal Kultur. To that 
question there could be but one answer among decent and clean- 
minded men, and we gave it as Jews and as English citizens in 
common with the whole of our fellow-countrymen. If this American 
writer still believes that there is any inconsistency between the suc- 
cessive positions which we took up, then we can only assume either 
that he is unable to grasp a simple distinction or that he refuses to 
do so. Neither alternative places him in a flattering light as a contro- 


versialist. 


“ BETRAYING THE JEWISH CAUSE.” 


The writer of the article referred to, however, is not content 
with deriding our sense of consistency, but carries his criticism to the 
point of charging the JEWISH CHRONICLE with betraying the Jewish 
cause and “cringing” to Russia. This because we have all along 
clung to the belief that the overthrow of German influence in Kussia 
would destroy the reactionary force there to which our Russian 
coreligionists owed so much of their tribulation, and that the close 
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association of Russia with such countries as England and France 
would tend to liberalise her. Well in these matters, facts count 
much more than the vituperation (sometimes to order) of hyphenated 
Americans, and the facts as we can see them even now demonstrate 
that our forecast was sound. The more complete the alliance and the 
more entire the break with Germany the further has pro-Jewish senti- 
ment progressed, until to-day not alone do the people of Kussia stand 
practically solid for Jewish rights, but the liberalising tendency has 
progressed upwards and a beginning at least has been made with 


Jewish liberation. To be sure, it is but a beginning, but 
while the German anti-Semites—true to the traditions of the 
cradle of anti-Semitism—have abated not a jot of the old 


rancour and are encouraged in their behaviour by the example of the 
Court, we see a Jew figuring in the critical deliberations with the 
Tsar at the Imperial headquarters. We ate accused of © cringing © 
that is meant that this journal refused 
hastily to swallow all the tales produced in the German fiction 
factories. ut our readers know, and even the writer of the American 
Israelite article may have heard by now, that when well-authenticated 
news of Jewish ill-treatment reached the JEwistt CHRONICLE this 
paper did not hesitate. to speak 

unequivocally upon the matter—witness its attitude in regard to the 
Polish expulsions.

THE ANGLO-FRENCH LOAN, 

LORD READING, with the assistance of several able colleagues, 
has succeeded in the delicate financial mission in the United States 
with which he was entrusted by the Government. He has thus, by 
the exercise of his undeniable skill, tact, and patience, added yet 
another to the many important services which he has rendered to the 
country at this critical juncture. With the terms of the American 
loan we are not here concerned. We are glad that a matter of such 
moment to the allied cause should have been entrusted to one of our 
people, for it tends to accentuate before the world the essential one- 
ness of the Jewish with the allied cause. But we must also confess to 
a lurking misgiving that a man still clothed with the dignity of the 
Lorp CHIEF JUSTICE should be employed in such missions. The 
administration of justice should be altogether detached from political 
passions and still more from financial deals, and we cannot repress an 
anxious feeling that this perpetual flitting of Lorp READING between

Waiting for the Chief Rabbi. 


HIS Hockman controversy will end as a tiny ripple on the waters; ,

a friend to the present writer. That the judgment is in all 
probability a truce one is as likely as proof that it is correct will 
with certainty not redound fo the credit of present-day Anglo-Jewry. “ He 
chose such a bad time for that sort of thing’ was the opinion of another.

Out of consideration 


to him and those of whom he is spiritual chief, it is as well not to remove too — 


extensively the veil of nescience or oblivion which covers Dr. Hertz’s words. 
The Chief Rabbimust know the utter poverty of the ministerial reserves of the 


community. He cannot hence regard with equanimity the retirement from 


the pulpit of a young preacher of so much promise that one of the most 
important congregations under the Chief Rabbi's charge entrusted 
Dr. Hockman with its pastorate. That is the personal or rather 
the quasi personal side of the matter, for there is no aspect of it 
that can be said to be entirely personal. But Dr. Hertz knows that there 
is much more, infinitely more, than anything concerning Dr. Hockman’s 
past, present, or future involved in the now familiar question “Why I 
Resigned?" He knows that Dr. Hockman's resignation is one of the 
severest blows that has yet fallen upon what, for lack of a better differenti- 
tion, must be styled “ United Synagogue Judaism,”' and of which particular, 
if not peculiar, presentation of our faith the Chief Rabbi was set up to be 
chief guardian. How comes it then that not a word of guidance or advice, 
or monition on the subject has escaped the Chief Rabbi. It is inconceivable 
that he has taken a leaf out of the book of the German Embassy in 
Washington as revealed by the Archibald papers, which contain this 
exquisite. reason for the Ambassador's silence in face ef revelations so 
intimately affecting his post: “ Count von Bernsdorff took up the position

A scandalous desecration of the Day of Atonement, in which London's 
Chief Magistrate was involved, did not show the community to be worthily 
organised.

de micux felt bound to appeal to the Secretary of the United Synagogue 


to stop the then threatened outrage, and after being kept four days fora 
reply was told that after consultation with ‘ some of my honorary otticers,” 
he had applied to the wrong shop. . Nor does the revelation of Conversionist 
activity which a recent inquest disclosed point in any other direction; while

refuse any explanation.” Dr. Hertz had no such “ happy inspiration.’ He 
probably saw the Hockman controversy as a tiny ripple, and concluded 
there was no force in Anglo-Jewfy to drive it into an engulfing wave. He 
therefore determined that it was the business of the Chief Rabbi to act the 
part of Brer Rabbit, priding himself on thus having chosen the better part of 
valour. Discretion he transiated silence. Why bother about a tiny ripple 
that.ought to be disposed of by a second-hand paradox ? 


ET there was once upon a time a cloud no bigger than a man’s hand 
Gentle ripples sometimes, when the tide changes, are turned into 
apgry breakers. We cannot be sure that there will always be such a lack 
of “ force” in the community as to render silence on the part of its Chief 
Rabbi an acceptable attitude on questions which viewed in any other 
manner than the most superficial, go to the very foundations of the oflice 
he holds. When the.tide turns, as assuredly it will, is the Chief Rabbinate 
and all the office for which Dr. Hertz is responsible to occupy the 
undignified and perilous position said to have been that of King John with 
bis regalia in the Lincolnshire Wash ? The Chief Rabbi is reported to have 
said more than once, when spoken to on the subject, something about hav- 
ing no complaint as to Dr. Hockman resigning. His complaint was as to his 
“ signing ” ; an observation which evidences a greater striving after wit and 
a lesser reaching unto wisdom. When, before the French Revolution, 
the Paris Parlement demanded reports upon the state of this department 
and then reports upon the state of that and was told by the King that they 
had “ states’ enough, one member suggested that the states that should be 
furnished them should be the “ States-General.”’ 
ie like way the Chief Rabbi may discover that the community may soon 
be declaring that it is not a resigning or a signing that they so much 
care about-as a sign from him that he intends to fulfil the chief function 
for attempting which he was made Chief Rabbi—a sign that he understands 
the meaning and appreciates the importance of Communal Re-organisation. 
On a famous occasion Matthew Arnold had to tell the Duke of Richmond, 
who, as Lord President of the Council, was Minister of Education: “ A 
man is not Minister of Education by taking the name, but by doing the 
functions.” The Chief Rabbi's moriatorium which Dr, Hertz justly claimed 
“after taking the name” and which was universally accorded him to get 
used to the office, has long expired. It is more than time now that he

reckoning those which are with us, and as things have been, must have 
been with us independently of the War. The War torms not the remotest 
excuse worthy of the name for the Chief Rabbi moving not a hand in 


connection with the matter. It should have spurred him to greater efiort 
just because it has intensified greatly the dire necessity for Communal 


Re-organisation that has existed for so long. 


HERE are doubtless some mean souls who will refer to these outspoken 
words on this vital subject as intended for nothing but an “ attack” 

upon the Chief Rabbj. They will thus seek to dismiss what is said and to 
discount the plea in behalf of the community which is here set torth. It is 
It is resorted to by incompetents 
when appealing to the fatuous. It is the mainstay of those who would hide 
indifference, pander to indolence, and deceive those whom they endeavour 
to delude. It may evoke misplaced sympathy, but it getsus no nearer to 
the road upon which we should travel. In the end, therefore, it is an 
argument that must fail. Its utility is spent when it succeeds in pitting off 
till to-morrow what ought to be done to-day in the vain hope of escape 
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from the necessity of ever doing it at all. So far as the need for Com- 
munal Re-organisation affects the Chief Rabbi in his official capacity or Dr. 
Hertz personally I have no concern. My concern is for Anglo-Jewry and 
the perilous position to which it is surely sliding for lack of Communal! 
Re-organisation which it was agreed was to be Dr. Hertz's first task when 
he became Chief Rabbi. The perils of the position which confronts the 
community are such that it would be perilous even to state in print what 
must be apparent to anyone who understands the conditions and will view 
with eyes. They with pretty general 
unanimity before Dr. Hertz What has elapsed 
since has not mitigated them nor rendered it less urgent that means should 
be striving to meet them. In Dr. Hertz it was believed a man 
had been found who as Chief Rabbi could compass the ends which the 
community set before itself on the question.

Sturmer and Stishinsky and Dr. Dubrovin 
they are once more organising their forces. The anti-Semites and reactionaries 
held a combined conference at Saratoff and formed plans in opposition to the 
Bloc. Another big Real Russian rally is contemplated at Moscow. Fortunately, 
there are only two members of the Cabinet (M: Goremykin, the Premier, and M. 
Samarin, the Chief of the Synod), who pay any attention to the outcry of the 
anti-Semites. Count Ignatieff, the Minister of Education, is the most hated 
member of the Cabinet in the reactionary camp. A determined effort is being 
made to bring about his dismissal. One of the adherents of the late M. Kasso 
is drawing up a memorial to the “ Spheres,” endeavouring to prove that Count 
Ignatieff filled the Universities with Jews to the detriment of Christians, and dis- 
missed “ valuable Curators ” of the type of M. Smolianinoff, of Odessa (who once 
stated that Jewish tears pleased him). At the same time M. Buligin, who is now 
the head of the institutions named in honour of the Empress Marie, and which 
include a large number of schools, in conjunction with the War Office, notified 
the Cabinet that in the educational institutes entrusted to them the concessions 
to Jewish students introduced by Count Ignatieff will not be enforced. 


ANTI-SEMITIC DEFEATS.

KIEFF EXEMPTED FROM THE NEW PALE 
REGU LATIONS. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD, 


The Commander of the Forces of Kieff has directed the local authorities not 
to carry out for the present the Ministerial order permitting all Jews to reside in 
non-Pale cities. The old regulations with regard to the domicile of Jews will 
thus (temporarily, it is hoped) remain in force at Kieff. The military explain the 
act of the Commander of the Forces, General Trotzky, by the fact that the city is 
overcrowded owing to an influx of refugees. 


FLOWING WITH MILK. 


The Jewish World writes:—We have before now referred to the vast amount 
of good that Mr. Nathan Straus has done for the securing of health and the saving 
of life, especially among children, by supplying pasteurised milk, freed from

‘VICTIMS OF THE WAR IN RUSSIA, 


NEW RELIEF FUND. 
_AN URGENT APPEAL, 
[COMMUNICATED,] 


On the invitation of the President of the United Synagogue (Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild), an influentially attended meeting was held on Tuesday, the 28th 
ult., at the residence of Mr, Claude G. Montefiore, 8, Palace Green, Kensington, 
to consider the measures to be taken for raising a Fund for the Relief of the 
Jewish Victims of the War in Russia. Inthe absence of Mr. de Rothschild, who 
was confined to his home by slight indisposition, the Chair was taken by Majer 
LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, M.P. 

In opening the proceedings, the CHAIRMAN read the following letter from 
his father, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild :— 


Gunnersbury Park, Acton, W. 
27th September, 1915. 

GENTLEMEN,—I am much disappointed that I cannot be present at the meeting 
to-day, but a slight attack of gout prevents my leaving the house. Ae ol 

I must thank you most sincerely for so kindly responding to myinvitation to 
come here this afternoon. As you are aware, there was a meeting of the Conjoint Com- 
mittee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association at New Court a 
fortnight ago, and it was then decided to issue an ap to raise funds for the poor 
Jewish sufferers of the war in Russia. Accordingly it has been my privilege as Presi- 
dent of the United Synagogue to ask the prominent members of the Jewish community 
to meet in order to discuss what measures should be taken to ensure the success of 
this appeal, and I venture to claim your kind co-operation. Unfortunately I am 
prevented from presiding over the first important meeting which I have convened since 
I assumed office, but you will hear this afternoon from some of our leading members, 
including the Chief Rabbis, speeches in terms far more eloquent than any feeble words 
I could have addressed to you. 

At the beginning of this conflict we had an opportunity of learning from the plight 
of the Belgian refugees who came to our shores something of the miseries which 
follow in the train ot war. Never shall I forget the anguish and horrors depicted on 
their faces. It was something appalling to see. Happily, we were able to do something 
to alleviate their sufferings, and it seems to me that it is an imperative duty now in the 
immeasurably greater problem which confronts us to give all the assistance we can to 
those unfortunate victims of the war who have suffered so terribly in Russia through no 
fault of their own, We must not forget the noble example shown to us by the ia 
habitants of the Fast End of London, who responded so generously to the appeal so ably 
and sympathetically made to them by Mr. Hermann Landau, and with all my heart I 
bee you to realise that it is a sacred duty for us here, who are in comparative safety, to 
remember that we are all united to fight the common foe and we ought, therefore, to 
help the poor Jewish sufferers in the land of our ally amply and generously.

The Chairman then submitted the following draft Appeal to the meeting, and 
strongly urged everyone present to help in succouring their distressed 
co-religionists in Russia :— 


An urgent appeal for assistance in the relief of the Jewish victims of the war in 
Poland and Russia has been addressed to the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association by the Jewish Committee of 
Petrograd, on its own behalf and on behalf of 120 federated Russo-Jewish Relief Com- 
mittees established in Moscow, Kieff, Odessa, and other provincial centres in the Russian 
Empire. 

‘Collections for this purpose have already been made by various Jewish bodies in 
this country, notably by the Committee established by Mr. Hermann Landau in the East 
End of London, where the local community have set a munificent example by raising 
from their own comparatively modest resources, and with the assistance of the colonial 
and provincial congregations, no less a sum than £30,000. After consulting with Mr, 
Landau, and in agreement and co-operation with him, the Conjoint Committee have 
resolved to take the initiative in co-ordinating the various Jewish efforts for the relief of 
their Russian and Polish coreligionists. Accordingly, a new and thoroughly repre- 
sentative Anglo-Jewish Committee has been called into existence to give a wider 
publicity to the Russian appeal, and to raise from the Jewish communities of the whole 
British Empire a fund commensurate with the terrible need that has arisen. 

The calamity which has befallen the Russian and Polish Jewish communities is of 
the most appalling character, and has, indeed, no precedent in the tragical vicissitudes 
of the Jewish people. 

From end to end of the Pale of Settlement—the centre of gravity of the 
European Jewry—the country has been ravaged with a completeness unparalleled 
in the other vast battlefields of the war. The ebb and flow of three invasions have 
left the whole of Poland and many of the contiguous provinces almost desolate, and the 
larger part of the population are now fugitives—for the most part starving and shelter- 
less—in the provinces to the rear of the battling Russian lines. For months past our 
well-to-do Russian coreligionists living outside the Pale have grappled courageously and 
generously with their share of this colossal problem, but their resources are quite 
inadequate to meet the daily increasing demands made upon them. It is for this reason 
that they now ask ad ptm of the world to come to their assistance, and we feel confident 
that their call will find a responsive echo in every Jewish heart. 

It is not possible at this moment to give exact statistics of the Jewish victims for 
whom help is needed. The expulsions from the war zone, which began last autumn, 
and which were from the outset attended by terrible hardship, had by the end of May 
gradually depopulated all the chief Jewish centres in fourteen Russian and Polish 
provinces and the larger part of Galicia. The number of Jewish fugitives for whom the 
Relief Committees of Petrograd, Moscow, Kieff, and Odessa were then making provision 
was 526,000, and the cost of their maintenance was no less than 3,682,600 roubles per 
month. Since then the distress has more than doubled, both in intensity and volume. 
The larger part of the jows who had remained in Poland have joined their Christian 
fellow-countrymen in flying before the German occupation, and it is estimated that of 
the refugees now wandering helplessly in the provinces East and South-East of Warsaw 
quite a milhon anda half are Jews. The cost of feeding those refugees alone, without 
making any provision for shelter or methodical distribution, is at least £600,000 per 
month. 

Although it is true that among the privileged Jews enjoying rights of residence in the 
great internal cities of Russia are many in comfortable and even affluent circumstances, 
their number is relatively very small, and we can well understand that, with the utmost 
en they are unable to cope alone with the terrible calamity by which they are 
confronted. 

The distress of the Jewish refugees has unhappily been accentuated by the fact that 
they consist in so large a proportion of the most helpless elements of the community— 
old men, women, and children. Even in normattimes their burdens in this respect are 
disproportionately heavy, but in the present war the sacrifices imposed upon them have 
been vastly increased by the patriotic alacrity with which the whole valid Jewish man- 
hood of Poland and Russia has raltied to the colours, s . numbers. of 
volunteers in addition to the ordi contingents of reservists and recruits. Thus the 
refugees have a double claim upon sympathy and help of their brethren in the allied 
countries, "We owe itas much to their. brave sons, brothers, and. husbands who, with 
with such signal honour to the Jewish name, are helping us to fight our battles for

Speaking last Sunday at the public priz2 distribution to the pupils of the 
Yeshivah Etz Chayim, Mr. HERMANN LANDAU madea few observations on the 
condition of our coreligionists in Po and and Russia. For a small community, 
the Jews resident in this country, he said, were doing a great deal for Jewry the 
world over. The Jews in England were making great sacrifices in order to save 
the lives of their coreligionists in Poland and Russia; but large as had already 
been the subscriptions of those resident in London, in the provinces and especially 
in the colonies, the amounts collected were as mere drop; in the ocean to the vast 
sums required. He asked his hearers to consider what it meant just to keep 
alive 625,000 Jews in Poland and Russia who were starving and homeless, 
and who were now called upon to face the rigours of a_ Russian 
winter. They wanted nearly 41,000,090 a month to keep those bodies alive, and 
generous as the contributions had already been, much ‘more was needed. He 
was glad to be able to announce that another Committee had just been formed in 
the West End and already a fair sum hid been collected. The subscription list 
had been headed with a donation of 45.099—needless to say from which quarter 
that came—(cheers)—and several donations of 4503 had been given. Substantial 
as were these amounts he was entirely lost in admiration for the sacrifices that 
were being made daily by their coreligionis‘s in the East End, who in many cases 
were depriving themselves of necessities in order to do their little bit to alleviate 
the distress among the stricken Jews of Poland and Russia. 

A district Association has been formed in Dalston to raise a fund to which the 
members will give weekly contributions. The sum of £5 8s. was received from persons 
present at a meeting heldlast Sunday.

“WHY I RESIGNED.” 
“THE DEAD HAND ON JUDAISM.” 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH, 11, Gloucester 
Terrace, W. 


Sirk,—The Rev. Dr. Pool’s letter, which you printed last Iriday, has 
disappointed me. His sole contribution to the discussion in which he has 
intervened is a repetition of the old, outworn platitudes. He worries 
about trivialities, about “the lore of nicely calculated less or more” 
of ritual observance, when, as he ought to know, the great fundamental 
principles of religion itself are nowadays.in the balance. He exhorts Dr. 
Hockman “ to guard the fence of the Law” as “the only preservative of 
Jews and Judaism.” Well, there are preservatives, as chemists will tell us, 
which are harmful, and even deadly; the “ fence of the Law” has shut in 
Judaism and shut out the fresh air which is the breath of its life. Dr. 
Pool’s letter illustrates the fatal defect of the orthodox mind. Its chief 
pre-occupation is to safeguard its particular brand of Judaism; whether 
religion thrives or suffers in the process is a minor consideration. Keform, 
cries your correspondent, * imperils traditional Judaism,” and triumphantly 
clenches his argument. “ Orthodoxy,” says the Reformer on the other 
hand, * imperils the religious life; hence my justification.” Thus we are 
face. to face with the essential difference between these two opposing 
schools of Jewish thought. The one treats Judaism as an interesting 
article de vertu, to be carefully preserved and kept intact in a 
specimen case; the other regards it as a living organism, for 
which growth and development are the indispensable — conditions 
of health and vigour. The one thinks of the Jew as made for Judaism; 
the other thinks of Judaism as made for the Jew, to be the guide and 
inspirer of his life, and therefore so to be shaped as to correspond with his 
ever-shifting ideas and needs. “Change is dangerous,”’ says Dr. Pool; 
pall out a thread and the whole fabric falls to pieces."” “ Change is neces- 
sary, inevitable,” I say; “ resist it, and you defy the biological law which 
makes adaptation to environment the condition of survival.” Which view 
is the more likely to safeguard the Jew's religion ? 

The great weakness of the orthodox position is that all the forces of 
modern life are against it. It is virtually an impossible position, the 
reputed adherents of orthodoxy themselves being witnesses. RKReputed ] 
say, because the school to which Dr. Pool belongs is orthodox only in name. 
There is only one orthodoxy ; it is that which accepts as sacrosanct every 
rule of the Shulcan Aruch and renders scrupulous obedience to it in the 
daily life. There are Jews who do this; they belong to the Machziké 
Hadath here, or to the Agudath Yisrael abroad. They and their analogues 
elsewhere—I suppose they have their analogues elsewhere—a'one have the 
right to call themselves orthodox and to rate Reformers for their heterodoxy. 
1 take off my hat to them for their sincerity and their consistency. But 
outside their ranks the “ Orthodox” are Reformers all. They can hardly 
be anything else; twentieth-century life is too strong for them. Dr. Pool 
holds up “ traditional Judaism,”’ as a fetish to be worshipped. But in his 
personal life he js better than his creed. Unless I am greatly mistaken he 
has long since renounced tetishism, if he was ever addicted to it, and he is 
daily engaged in that very process of picking traditional Judaism to pieces 
which he so solemnly deprecates. 

Let me prove it. The Shulchan Aruch, I repeat, is the intallible 
Bible of orthodoxy. When the late Chief Rabbi was asked to. sanction 
certain changes in the service for the proposed Hampstead Synagogue, he 
vetoed some of them on the explicit plea that they contravened the prescrip- 
tions of the Shulchan Aruch. Very well. Now I ask Dr. Pool whether, 
on Sabbath, he goes out with his handkerchief in his pocket, or combs his 
hair, or whether, on any day, be drinks a cup of tea without satisfying him- 
self that it has been prepared by Jewish hands? Does he hold himself 
erect when he walks in the street ? Does he go about in the house with 
uncovered head? Does he ever speak to a lady of his (or any other) con- 
gregation? If he says “Yes” to any of these questions, then he has broken 
a rule of the Shulchan Aruch and has flouted the orthodoxy of which he 
is the uncompromising champion. If he says No” to any of them, then 
he is the only so-called “‘orthodox"’ Mivister, or Rabbi, or Chacham, among 
the many clerics of my acquaintance who is able so to answer. The thing 
is notorious. The “ orthodox” have given up orthodoxy. ‘They have given 
it up because, taken as a whole, it is an anachronism, because it ts 
unworkable. I shall be reminded of the Machzikeé Hadath and the 
Agudath Yisrael, whom I already cited. shall be 
reminded that, by my own admission, they are the genuine article, and 
that they are going strong. So they are; but how long will their 
orthodoxy last? At best as long as they do. Will their children 
imitate their punctilions observance? Or if so, will their children? Of 
course not; the forces of the age are against it. These spasmodic revivals 
of minute ritual conformity are no new thing in Jewish history; but they 
come and go. ‘The late Dr. Lehmann, of Mainz, insisted upon every appli- 
cant for membership of his congregation giving a pledge not to shave—not, 
of course, for z3thetic, but for “ religious’ reasons. Where is that pledge 
now? Sixty years ago Samson Raphael Hirsch founded a congregation on 
rigidly conservative lines at Frankfort. The congregation survives ; but I 
question very much whether its principles to-day—its ceremonial practices at 
any rate—are quite identical with those upon which Hirsch insisted when he 
established it. Be that as it may, the point is that orthodoxy is generally 
repudiated by those who are marching under its banner. It is dead— 
wounded, slain, in the house of its friends. Jewish ministers come to me 
from time to time, bewailing their inability conscientiously to recite the 
prayers they are paid to offer up; or they deplore the irreligion of their 
congregants, their systematic violation of Jewish law, their lack of the 
true Jewish spirit. “Traditional Jadaism!"”—the thing usually con- 
noted by the phrase exists only in theory. “What makes a man 
an orthodox Jew?” a very great dignitary’ of the Anglican Church 
asked me some time ago. nagogue 
I replied. Was I not right?. The orthodoxy of the average English 
ew goes no further than. that. 


‘Membership of an orthodox synagogue,” 


He pays his Shool bills, and on » 
e strength of it deems himself justified in labelling himself - 
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“orthodox.” And the curious thing is that he fails to see the 

irony of it all. He styles himself “orthodox” when, to all intents and 

purposes, he is sometimes hardly a Jew. A lady of my acquaintance, a 

French teacher, once called at a Jewish house to arrange for the instruction 

: of a little girl, In the course of conversation the mother of the child 

mentioned that she was a Jewess. “ Do you belong‘to the Berkeley Street 

Synagogue?” asked the teacher. “Oh, no” was the reply; we are 

orthodox.” ‘I suppose your little girl goes to synagogue on Saturday 
mornings?’ continued the teacher. “Oh no; she goes to dancing.” 

But here comes in Dr. Pool with his tw quogue. “You Reformers,” 
he savs. “ are in no better case than we are. What has your Keform done 
for ludaism > Look at vour synagogues on Sabbath; look at the general 
laxity of your people.’ Well, I have looked, and | am not pleased. But 
of the two alternatives give me Reform; it is more honest in every sense 
of the word. There are still Reformers lett who go to synagogue on 
Saturday, and they go willingly and joyously; moreover they pray. For 
your pseudo-orthodox Jew, on the contrary, attendance at synagogue is a 
piece of mechanical and tiresome conformity. _He goes because he has 
always been in the habit of going; but he gets no spiritual good out of 
it. How can he, when he does not understand the prayers, or, if he does, 
finds most of them utterly devoid of appeal ? Again and again I have been 
told “ I like your service, Mr. Joseph, and I very often come and worship 
with you. But I have always been a member of the Synagogue and I 
am loth to leave it for old times’ sake. I am with you, though, in 
spirit.” Nor is this all. The “orthodox” Jew breaks the Law, feeling 
himself, until conscience has grown tired’ of protesting, a rebel. The 
Reform Jew is delivered from this unhappy condition ; he can justify his 

ritual non-conformity by appeal to principle. True, he also breaks with 

principle sometimes, but the breach is far less frequent than it is in the 

case of his “ orthodox’ brother. The latter is for ever “up against "’ the 

Rabbinical law, which avowedly gives him a hundred mitzvoth to perform 

every day, but of which, as a rule, he performs not one. Thus both 

Reformer and “ orthodox” are free; but while the one has gained his free. 

dom legitimately, the other has stolen it. The one glories in it because he 

has gained it honestly as the result of conviction; the other is secretly 

ashamegl of it because he knows that he has come by it illicitly, by com- 

pounding with conscience, at the cost of a glaring contradiction between 

theory and practice. Which is the more honest position? Can the system 

which encourages this “intellectual insincerity '"—I am tempted to borrow 

Dr. Pool's invective—be good either for Judaism or for the Jew? By what 

right is this self-stultification, by what right are these cramping fetters 

forced upon us? By what right is a code, like the Shulchan Aruch, which 

was made for the sixteeeth century, crystallized into an inviolable rule of life 

for the twentieth ’ Are we merely children, bound to take without question 

the laws of our elders, or full-grown men and women, with the power of think- 

ing for ourselves, of realising our religious needs, and of discerning the most 

effectual way of satisfying them? Alone among the laws of the civilized 

world those ‘ this antiquated code are to have perpetual validity, 

and to restrict men’s freedom for alltime! It is an absurd hypothesis, 

which needs only to be clearly formulated in order to stand self-condemned. 

It is because Dr. Hockman, as I understand him, perceives all this 

that he has resigned. As a minister he was compelled to look en at this 

divorce between principle and practice, so harmful not only to the well- 

sae being of the religion he loves, but to the morale of his flock, without power 

to rebuke it, unrebuked. “~ Orthodoxy,’ he might have cried, varying 

Pascal's sorrowful exclamation, “Orthodoxy everywhere, the 

orthodox nowhere.”

TO THE EDITOR.—From the Kev. S. BLOCH, 53, Prospect Place, 
Tredegar. 


Sir,—Since Dr. Hockman's resignation has been made the occasion for a 
full-dress debate on the question of Reform versus Orthodox Judaism, I venture 
to hope that you will command the Cherubim that guard the portals of your 
sanctum to let this, my poor effort at ventilating the views of a certain school on 
this often-discussed topic, enter the coveted place, and that it may be transmitted 
to the ;MS? VED, so that your distinguished readers may be enabled, so to speak, 
to feel the pulse of yet another shade of thought. Notthat I think that my contri- 
bution will in any way complete the picture. There are—not to mention the 
opinions of the vast majority of Jews living in countries where English is not 
spoken—so many different tints and shades of thought that never enter the 
panorama ; there are the opinions, oft-despised as ultra-orthodox, the colour of 
which would appear to some as jet black and to others as royal purple—tastes 
and sense of colour differ so much—that would be knocked on the head at once 
by the aforementioned Cherubim:; and thefe are those who cannot or will not 
write to the Press, and yet think and ponder and feel. But really it is high time 
that we “take our bearings anew.” 

. No one, I think, will quarrel with the assumption that scepticism is the pre 
dominant factor in the Reform movement. There is the honest philosopher who 
biassed by the teachings of modern scientists, and, in most cases, divorced from 
that branch of -studies that would act antidotally, is unable to yield full homage 
to ancient doctrine, and yet is sentimental enough to feel the necessity and benefit 
of religious function. there is the materialised, so called, man of the world to 
whom religion is nothing more than aconvention, and Reform a convenience ; 
there is the empty-headed snob who considers it detrimental to the dignity ofa 
westernised Jew to be mixed up with “the eastern horde” of this country and 
German- Poland Another factor is that so many faults are prevalent among 
people who profess and parade their orthodoxy, faults in private as well as in 
communal and synagogue life. The desire to invest the new and strange 
departure with some authority, and, perhaps, to maintain some semblance of a 
connection with traditional Judaism, inspires perverse interpretations of Biblical 
phrases and words—two examples of which we had in your correspondence 
columns recently, viz., the gloss on the words YO38? and /edorotom—and the 
seeking of justification in Rabbinic precedent, which is quite irrelevant and 
fallacious in its application, 

Sincerity and honesty of purpose we must admire and respect wherever they 
are found. They are the monopoly neither of the Orthodox nor of the Reformer. 
The person who in the true orthodox spirit abstains from working on the Sabbath 
day, sacrificing thereby a portion of his or her weekly earnings, and, in many 
cases, jeopardising career, position, and even the means of obtaining a livelihood, 
in the belief that it is our sacred duty to our God, to our nation, and to our 
posterity, is ac much to be admired as the Reformer who is ready to 
make a sacrifice for his or her convictions. What the honest seeker after 
truth—the one who still stands at the parting of the ways—has to consider is 
whether modern science, modern research, and modern ideas are dbsolutely 
infallible: whether, after all, witat was accepted as revealed truth by generations 
of sages and thinkers, and practices that held our scattered people together 
during long centuries of trials and tribulations, are to be discarded now as so 
much nonsense: whether he or she ought not to sacrifice a little of his or her— 
well, self-confidence, for the sake of the sacred bond that binds us to the past and 
to the world’s Jewry ; whether the undermining of the faith in the Torah is not 
fraught with danger to the moral well-being of the rank and file. 

But they say the United Synagogue, considered from the spiritual point of 
view, is a failure, may, even a sham and hypocrisy; it has failed to attract 
worshippers ; it pretends to uphold orthodoxy whilst in reality its members are less 
observant than the professed reformer. The obvious question is: Has Reform 
succeeded where the United Synagogue failed’ But, even had Reform succeeded 
in filling with devout worshippers its Synagogues and Temples it must still have 
had to be written off as a failure, since it failed to gain the consent and 
concurrence of the vast majority of the Jews of the world at large.

Further, 
the principles that guided their enactments and procedure were to ensure 
uniformity and solidarity among all Israel. In a few instances a Sanhedrin

An ordnance for ever in vour generations, 


QUGHT DR. HOCKMAN TO HAVE STAYED 2 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. LOUIS KLETZ. 


SIR,—-Most people, I should imagine, will agree 


with Mr. Oswald. John 
Simon that “nothing short of an over vhelming sense of duty could make a man 


of thirty-two resign a position of certain and increasing emolument in exchange for 
nothing material,” and no one will, therefore, withhold from Dr. Hockman that 
respect and admiration which are due to every man who shapes his life and his 
actions in accordance with what he believes to be the dictates of his conscience 
But while appreciation of motive.is an act of elementary justice, criticism of the 
action is none the less legitimate, and a recognition of this truism would save 

uch recrimination. As acommunity we are too fond of taking sides, of being 
for or against the person instead of the object, and this little weakness militates 
against the development of unbiassed opinion 

I don't know Dr. Hockman, and what I know of the United Synagogue 
commands little of my admiration. But I have read Dr. Hockman’'s own state 
ment of his case, his unfortunate articles in the general Press, his interviews, 
apologia, and so forth, 2nd having done so I must confess that I am not impressed 
either by the logic of his arguments; the soundness of his attitude, or the exposi 
quite readiiy the defects of the United 
Synagogue as a religions corporation. They are faults that are inseparable from 
all corporate life which, in subordinating the individual to the standard of the 
majority, 1s bound to become repressive of initiative and originality. Combina 
tion of any kind derives its strength from the co-ordination of its units, but this 
process of levelling mostly works downwards, not upwards. The disadvantages 
are obvious even in everyday life, but when applied to religion the drawbacks are 
aggravated, because while seeking unity, which is rarely attainable, combination 
produces uniformity, which is always undesirable , 

But having recognised and admitted all this, one should not overlook the fact 
that if it has arrested so-called religious development the United Synagogue does 
at least aim at preventing disintegration. It has, at any rate, the desire to main- 
tain the orthodox staius quo, and to prevent that insidious drifting which, as 
experience has’shown, often leads to shipwreck. When, therefore, a man like 
Dr. Hockman, who appears to be endowed with corsiderable talent and is 
evidently animated by a lofty spirit, finds himself out of harmony with-the policy 
pursued, there arises the question of what is the course he ouglit to adopt. 
Should he, as he did, through up the sponge and desert the flag, or uld he, 
as he might have done, stick to his post and, by the force of his personality, by 
his eloquence, scholarship, and persistent effort and example, seek to remove the 
abuses or shortcomings of which he so strongly disapproves. That is the 
problem.. The first. course, with all its apparent heroism, is really the line of 
least resistance, while the second is undoubtedly the course of the warrior—the 
fighting spirit that seeks to win through at all costs. And it seems to me that in 
choosing the former he has betrayed a degree of weakness which is out of 
harmony with the strong views he professes to hold For, put in plaim 
language, Dr. Hockmans action may be summed up in the old formula of the 
headstrong person: “If you don't obey my commands | wi!l have nothing to do 
with you. A minister's mission is not to command but to lead, and a true 
leader seeks to guide, direct, and convince , he neyer attempts to drive or dictate. 

So far I have dealt with the merits of the mere act of resignation. When 
one begins to analyse the reasons for his action and the reforms, the non-accept 
ance of which was responsible for determining his course, Dr. Hockman's posi- 
tion becomes more untenable than ever. Let us admit at once the existence of 
anomalies, inconsistencies, and even of hypocrisy. Orthodox Anglo-Jewry is 
undeniably inconsistent. It professes to maintain a Judaism which it does little 
to uphold ; it lays down principles for its own guidance which it promptly ignores 
and it preaches ideals to which. it does not adhere. It is a deplorable state and 
one that cannot be too seriously condemned. But what is Dr. Hockman’'s 
remedy’ What he puts forward amounts, in effect, to this: “Since you do not 


tion of his ideas. Of course one recognise: 


and thus clear your conscience in other words, to prevent transgression he 
would legalise the offence. That is his standpoint, and it is about as logical as 
would be a proposal to prevent dishonesty by legalising theft. 

Dr» Hockman may have other and sound reasons for leaving his post, but of 
those he has cited each one~is weaker than the rest ahd the impression of the 
whole is a remarkable example of the confusion of cause and effect. Like many 
other reformers tliat have gone before him, Dr. Hockman appears to have 
re-discovered specifics that have been tried and found useless long before he was 
born, and which will be applied again and again, with equal failure, by brilliant 
and well-intentioned “young men in a hurry” determined to ron the world 
according to their own narrow views. The resignation of Dr. Hockman is no 
doubt a great loss, but our regret at its occurrence will be tempered by the reflec- 
tion that the retention of his services might involve the payment of too costly a 
price.

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JEWISH RELIGIOUS UNION. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Jewish Religious Union was held last Sunday at 
31, Alfred Place, Tottenham Court Road. 

Mr. CLaupEe G. MONTEFIORE, the President, in moving the adoption of the 
annual report and balance sheet, said that the past year's work of the Union had 
been conducted during a period of great stress and difficulty. The Council 
report of what had been achieved was, therefore, not as large as it might have 


been in more normal times. Even so, an amount of good work had been done, 
work which was capable of being developed in the future. As far as those who 


, were connected with the Union were concerned, their faith in its existence and 


their desire for its development were as strong and as keen as ever. But they 
wished to spread their net wider and to vet a larger number of persons as interested 
and keen as they were themselves. With regard to the future he would not say 
much now, but he hoped that Miss Montagu would make one or two suggestions 
as to the future work of the Union. It had been proposed to hold a Conference 
on similar lines to the one held last year, but the Council thought that in the 
present circumstances it was advisable to postpone it, and to have 
one or two lectures or meetings instead of a formal conference 
Dealing with the Golder’s Green and District Branch, he hoped that in spite 
of the difficulties with which the local Committee had to contend, it would 
continue to develop and progress. Referring to the Bulletin -(the monthly 
publication of the Union), not only had it proved a great stimulus to the work of 
the Union, but it gave great pleasure to the members both in England and im 
distant parts of the Empire. Ip conclusion he said that he was filled with good 
hope for the future of the Union because he believed intenss Ivin the need for: it 
the truth of it and in the trath of the principles which underlay it 

Rabbi I. I. Mattvuck said that most of the work of the Union was done 
through its constituents and branches, and it was to be hoped that more section: 
would be organised as time went on, because in effect they were its only source 
of strength. For example, the West Central Section had proved to be a great 
source of strength, it had grown remarkably, and the whole spirit which animated 
it reflected great credit upon its organisers. As for the Golder’s Green Section, 
it was true that for reasons which could not be avoided, the proyress was not so 
rapid as one would have wished, yet those who were working there earnestly and 
zealously in the interests of Liberal Judaism had succeeded in spite of many 
obstacles. They were between two fires, one of orthodoxy and the other of 
indifference, and the fact that so much had been achieved was a matter for con- 
gratulation. He hoped that with the co-operation of all its members the Union 
would continue to progress and that its usefulness would increase. Again and 
again it must be emphasised that a chain was no stronger than its weakest link 
The Jewish Religious Union wasa chain ol those who believed in the Liberal 
Jewish interpretation of Judaism, and everyone who worked for Liberal Judaism 
must be filled with the Strength of the idéals for which it stood. 

The Hon. Lity H. MONTAGU said that there was much in the report to be 
thankful for, but she was‘sure all agreed that they should not stop where they 
were. She knew that she was not alone in thinking that there never had been a 
time when people feit more need of religious help than. they did at present. She 
could not see any reason for the excuse for want of progress that everybody was 
feeling harassed and occupied. Religion could not be switched off at any time 
It was for that reason that she made a definite appeal to all present to say whether 
they could not do a little more to increase the usefulness of the Union. When 
one thought of the numbers within the Union one might be satisfied for a 
moment, but when one thought of the numbers outside who were drifting towards 
materialism and towards a conception of religious discipline which had no label, 
there was every reason to feel anxious. 

Mr. F. M. Isaacs, the Hon. Secretary of the Golder’s Green and District 
Branch, and Mr. Ernest M. Joseph having spoken, the report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. -Max Herz, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore was re-elected 
President. 

The Council were re-elected and Auditors were appointed.

“WHY I RESIGNED.”—Continucd trom previous column. 


gripping us in a vital part and the old policy of do nothing has to be avoided. 

Problems so often repeated in your columns still confront the minister and 
another vear of seemingly wasted eftort is before him. And that being so, are 
the circumstances surrounding Dr. Hockman’s resignation to be entirely ignored 
and the episode treated as “a nine days’ wonder ? Is no effort to be made to 
remove the cimmerian darkness that threatens to envelope our life altogether ’ 

{ would, therefore, strongly urge the appointment of a council consisting of 
an even number of leading representatives from the clerical and lay side of the 
community not exceeding 12 in number. This body to sit in conference and 
exhaustively obtain the views of male and female members of the 
community from all parts of the United Kingdom and ail 
shades of opinion. The Council eventually to frame its report and submit it to 
the community for deliberation. A better course may suggest itself to your 
readers and I hope one will be brought forward; it matters little which it is, 
provided it is a practical step, earnestly suggested, in the right direction. 

Some of the reasons which urge immediate action are :— 

(a) The trouble does not seem to be confined to synagogues constituted 
under the United Synagogues Act, but, likewise, exists in those which are 
not within the operation of that statute. 

(b) The multiplication of synagogues, each carried on in its own 
particular style, does not seem to solve the difficulty, the trouble apparently 
being with those which already exist, efforts to maintain the traditional 
character of which should be preserved. 

(c) Dr. Hockman has suggested the formation of a “ Free Conservative 
Synagogue”; the suggestion has been severely criticised, but an alternative 
one of.a practical character has not been suggested. 

(ad) There isa feeling strongly in favour of allowing weoinen to have an 
equally recognised position in the religious life of the community. 

(e) There is a desire that the synagogue should be a real place of 
instruction, a leading centre for Jewish activities, with power to deal with 
large problems confronting Jewish life of to-day and keeping pace with the 
changing requirements of the times. 

So exhaustively has the whole subject been dealt with in your colamns that I 
do hope sorhething will be done soon in the direction above indicated, or, if this 
letter results in better concrete propositions being put forward which can be 
accepted, it will have been of some avail. 

Once mere I urge that time should be seized by the forelock and efforts made 
in the right direction of endeavouring to place our house in order, 
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Jews and Recruiting. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE 7EWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH LIEUT. DENZIL MYER (13th Worcestershire Regt.). 


HILE the clarion call is sounding throughout the land that 
more men are needed to win the War, the Jewish Recruiting 
Committee is beating the drum for Jewish young men to come 
forward and help their Mother Country in the struggle against 
‘the cruel and remorseless foe. The machinery of attracting Jews to serve 
the Colours bas been set in motion by holding meetings, issuing appeals, 
advertising posters, arranging 
special social functions, and can- 
vassing possibles in private. 
The soul of the movement, 
i.c., the Hon. Secretary of the 
Committee, is that tireless, com- 
munal worker and “ father" of 
the Boys’ Clubs, Lieut. Denzil 
Myer. A representative of the 
JEWtsH CHRONICLE recently 
had an opportunity of interview- 
ing him at the Stepney Jewish 
Lads’ Club, of which he is the 
Chairman of the Managers. 


THE JEWISH BATTALION. 


What is your attitude with 
regard to Jews forming a separ- 


Lieut. Denzil Myer, ate Jewish battalion? he was 
loth Worcestershire Regiment. asked. 
“Well”. 


was opposed tothe idea of a separate Jewish battalion from the first. 
When we started our Recruiting Committee, it was with the object of 
appealing to Jews to join the English Army, not as Jews, but as 
Englishmen. I considered it to be, and so did the Rev. Michael Adler, the 
Jewish Chaplain to the Forces at the Front, and also my friends on the 
Committee, a purely English question, We Jews who had joined the 
Colours did so as British citizens, and on purely patriotic grounds. We 
were convinced of the justice of the cause of the Allies, and we threw in 
our lot irrespective of what Our views may be about Judaism. Besides, I 
do not see what Judaism has at all to do with this war. The Roman 
Catholies, the Baptists, the Primitive Methodists, have no separate units’; 
then why should we Jews have particularly singled ourselves out from the 
rest of the citizens, thus making it appear that we were an alien 
community ?”’ 


JEWS AS “CHURCH OF ENGLAND.” 


\When our representative hazarded to point out that the London 
Scottish, the London Welsh, the Sportsmen, and the Artists had their own 
battalions, Mr. Myer replied ; 


“ But these are purely Territorial divisions ; the Jews could not, con-. 


form to any such distinction. No, the Jews have to go in as Britishers, and 
this is the least they can do out of gratitude for the rights of citizenship 
which have been so freely conferred upon them. 

* By this, I do not mean to say that Jews sbould enlist as Church of 
Fogland. You know that in the past this was a most contemptible and 
ridiculous method adopted by Jews on joining the Army. There may have 
been some grounds for it many years ago. Jews, I understand, used to 
have a‘ hot time’ of it then, when persecution was largely due to ignorance 
and prejudice on the part of their fellow-citizens. And so those who were 
lacking in moral courage tried to change their ‘spots’; but of course their 
features gave them away, the act resulting in constant chaff and uncomfort- 
able treatment from their Gentile comrades. 


A CHRISTIAN BURIES A JEWISH SOLDIER. 


But to-day, I am happy to say, nothing of this sort exists. The 
relationship between Jewish and Christian soldiers is excellent; in fact so 
cemented is this relationship that lasting friendships have been made on 
the fieldof battle. I know of several instances of Christian soldiers, “‘ home 
on leave,” having gone to visit the families of their Jewish friends for the 
purpose of conveying news and messages from their Jewish chums, and vice 
versa. Ii know of one case of a Christian soldier, “ invalided home” with 
rheumatism, who, as soon as convalescent, went to the parents of his late 
Jewish pal, telling them how he helped to bury the poor boy with the aid of 
a Singer's Prayer Book, which his pal carried about with him. There being 
no Jewish Chaplain or Jewish soldier near, he read the English part of the 
burial service.” 

Have not several Englishman supported the idea of a Jewish unit ? 

“Yes, I know the desire being to make us out as a separate and 
distinct body. Against this I have always protested. We Jews, who are 
ready to shed our blood, and whose fathers have been born here, are as 
much English as any other native-born Englishman here. I feel proud of 
my [:nglish citizenship and do not wish to be regarded as an alien. This 
does not mean that I am not equally proud of my Jewish faith. In my 
regiment, I am the only Jew among 2,000 Christians. 


COLONEL PRICE AND JEWISH RECRUITS. 


“The fact is generally known and it does not make a ha'porth of 
difference. Col. Price, the Chief Recruiting Officer for East London, who 
is now in Yorkshire, tells me he has several Jewish soldiers in his regiment, 
He praises them very highly for their intelligence, sobriety, initiative, 
industry, steadiness and reliabilty. He says he does not wish for any 
better soldiers and should like to have some more Jewish lads under him.” 

How have the Jews responded to the call ? 

Well, I think they have responded wonderfully. Considering that 
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there is any amount of work to be done, and wages are accordingly high, 
many inducements present themselves to the Jewish young man for not 
enlisting. Notwithstanding all this, the results so far have been beyond 
expectation. Whitechapel, Stepney, Mile End, St. George's, Bethnal 
Green, Aldgate, have answered heroically. There are other districts which 
may be able to supply us with more recruits, and to this my Committee is 
now devoting its full attention. The Jewish Lads’ Clubs have proved the 
most successful; they have been a veritable breeding ground for recruits. 
In my Club alone, the Stepney Jewish, the work of which has now been 
undertaken by Mr. Gerald Samuel, the son of Sir Marcus Samuel, 225 lads 
enlisted, and I believe the other Clubs have done equally well. I must 
mention here in this connection the indefatigable work of Mr. S. Amstell, 
the Honorary Secretary. Of course other institutions in our community 
have also helped in the matter of recruiting. 


“It seems to me that the Jewish Lads’ Brigade has taught the lads 
drill and discipline, the Jewish Athletic Association has taught them sports. 
manship, and the Boys’ Clubs have developed character and. taught 
citizenship, with the result that the Jewish soldier enters the army far more 
fit for the work than the average working lad of the general community.

THE WORK OF THE JEWISH RECRUITING COMMITTEE. 


. Can you give me some particulars of what your Recruiting Committee 
is now doing in the way of obtaining more recruits ?

“The Recruiting Committee sent a letter before the Jewish holy days to 
every Jewish soldier whose address we could find, who was in England, 
suggesting that he should do his best to obtain recruits during his leave. 
We think very good results are being obtained. The Recruiting Committee 
also arranged with all synagogues to invite all the soldiers on leave to 
a reception, and also all the suitable young men among their congregants. 
At Stepney and Victoria Clubs special teas were arranged for all the 
soldiers and sailors from those clubs on leave, and very interesting 
gatherings were held.. There was also a large gathering of a similar kind 
at Camperdown House, which was arranged by the Wardens of the Great 
Synagogue. | 

The Recruiting Committee recently circularised the Jewish teachers, 
and I'am glad to say there ‘has been a satistactory response. It is now 
preparing to appeal to large employers of labour so that they release some 
of their young men for the Army. I think this will meet with 
success.” 

Which class in our community has done best at recruiting ? 

“ Well, before everything else, I wish to pay a tribute ta the masses of 
our community among the working class who have so nobly offered their 
sons without murmur. We had great difficulties at first. Our people con- 
sidered it a disgrace to don the uniform, or rather shall I say they were 
afraid of their sons mixing up with low companions in the Army, and so 
they cut their sons off when they joined. But all this has now changed. 
There is a new attitude of pride and patriotism. Mothers no longer come 
appealing, beseeching for the return of their boys—and you know how 
Jewish mothers love their boys! We have had several cases of lads joining 
three or four times (under different names, of course) owing to friction at 
home. Some mothers wanted their boys to leave the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
boys of 13 and 14, for fear they might be sent tothe Front. The humour 
of it! Thank goodness their fears have been allayed' Who would think 
of taking boys of 13 or 14? 


HEROIC DEED BY AN OLD STEPNIAN. 

“IT should like to mention here that we have several lads in the Navy 
too. Seaman Lewis Jacobs, who was killed in the Dardanelles, was an old 
Stepney boy. He was specially ‘ recommended for bravery.’ This is what 
appeared in the official dispatch, 

“SPECIAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


“ A.B. Lewis Jacobs, O.N.J. 4081 ‘Lord Nelson.’ Took his boat into 
‘V’ beach unaided after all the remainder of the crew and the troops were 


killed or wounded. When last seen Jacobs was standing up and endeavour-. 


ing to pole the cutter to the shore. While thus employed he was killed."’ 

Continuing, Lieut. Myer said: “ There is a little vanity on the part of 
the Jewish recruit, I think, that we must pardon. Our boys, as soon as they 
dive into khaki, want to have their photos taken. The mothers seem 
awfully proud of their sons in uniform, which is at it should be. That their 
photos should appear in the papers goes without saying. And in which 
paper do they want them to appear, do you think? In the Jewish World, 
of course! I need not tell you we have had a good many losses, but I am 
glad that we have no prisoners among the casualties." 


Lieut. Myer then describéd"thfe work of the Stepney Club, taking our 
representative over the building. He remarked during the conversation 
that he received on an average between forty and fifty letters a week from 
the “ Old Boys” of the Club, which entailed a good deal of secretarial work, 
but he made it his business to reply to each letter himself. Here is a 
specimen of one he gave me:— 


DEAR MR. MYER,—Just a line in answer to your most welcome parcel. 

can see by the address I have been wounded, but net seriously, “ Thank God.” Sue 
battalion, as perhaps you know, had the honour to go to the Dardanelles, and I can 
assure you it was very hot there. We were sent to the new landing; that is Sulva Bay. 
I don't believe any other nation would have had the cheek to land troops there, but 
thanks to the troops’ pluck engaged, we forced the Turks back and captured two lines of 
trenches. We then had the satisfaction of knowing that we could not get any water, and 
the heat was something terrible. It was about that time that I got my little lot. The 
fact of the matter was we advanced a bit too far and had to retire, and didn't the 
bounders give it to us from the kills ? What with shrapnel and shell, also snipers, it was 
like hell upon earth. The chaps were going down like ninepins, but at last we came to 
some shelter, but we could not er there, as they got the range beautifully with their 
concealed guns.

Letme 
once again thank you for one of the most convenient parcels a soldier could have in the 
trenches, but the worst of it is that I did not have the pleasure of receiving it in the 
trenches, but none the more for that it was great. Well, dear Mr. Myer, { have not 
much more to say this time, only to thank you and the boys of the good: old club for the

THE RUSSO-JEWISH QUESTION. 
We are informed that during his visit to London several conferences 
took place between M. Bark, the Russian Minister of Finatice, and repre. 


sentatives of the Conjoint Committee, when the Jewish position in Russia 
was fully discussed. 


Mr. W. Appleton, Hon. President of the Workers’ League for Jewish 
Emancipation, has favoured us with the following communication :— 

The Worker's League for Jewish Emancipation, of which I have accepted 
the Honorary Presidency, has been anxious that some efforts should be made on 
constitutional lines to improve the position of Jews, particularly in Russia. After 
conferring together it was decided that I should communicate with His Excellency 
M. Bark, the Russian Minister of Finance, telling him that many thousands of 
Jews were full of concern as to the future of Jews in Russia and that they would be 
glad to receive from him some word of encouragement - pointing out in the com- 
munication sent to His Excellency that many Jewish anxieties would be lessened 
and hopes increased if they could be assured that wherever they performed the 
duties of citizens they would be accorded the rights of citizens. His Excellency 
was assured that there was nothing behind the request beyond a sincere desire to 
create amongst Russian Jews a new interest in Russia and to strengthen the 
circumstances which are binding Russia and Great Britain more closely together, 
both for economic and social development. 


The communication brought an immeédiate invitation to meet M. Bark, and 
this morning I have ssen him and have been profoundly interested in his explana- 
tion of the efforts made by the Russian Government to deal with what it knows 
is a very difficult problem. First his Excellency explained, in colloquial English, 
that it would be difficult for him to write because he was concerned with finance 
and that questions such as had been asked should more properly be addressed to 
the Minister of the Interior or to the Russian Ambassador, both of whom were in 
& position to State very fully what steps yad already. been taken. 


While considerations of official courtesy made it difficult for his Excellency to 
write he was quite prepared to talk, and readily agreed that I should convey tothe 
Jews of Great Britain the information he gave me. He pointed out that problems 
o! race and creed frequently created extraordinary difficulties for governments. 
Russia had had her share of such difficulties; she had been anxious to overcome 
them, and it had been for some time a question of discovering the best way. The 
Jew undoubtedly had claims for consideration, and the Government had been 
pressed to pass laws conferring additional rights upon him. An attempt to pass 
laws of this description would have involved controversy and perhaps hostility, and 
it had seemed wiser for the Russian Government to take the situation entirely into 
its own hands and confer liberties and privileges by administrative action in the 
almost certain hope of having this action endorsed and enlarged at the termina- 
tion of the war. The Russian Government had proceeded upon the assumption 
that knowledge and association would break down prejudices and pave the way 
for greater privileges and liberties ; it had consequently removed restrictions and 
was permitting Jews to settle down and live among the rest of the population. It 
was quite true that some districts were still closed to the Jew, mainly those 
inhabited by Cossacks, but a continuance of this restriction was in the interests of 
the Jews themselves. 


He added that Russia possessed within herself all that went to make up the 
life of anation. What she needed was capital and enterprise ; he knew that the 
Jews could supply both. If those with liberal ideas would co-operate, the new 
Russia would be happier and stronger than she had been under the old régime. 
The Government was quite alive to its duties and the fact that it was, together 
with the whole of the Russian people, associated with the Republic of France 
and the Democracy of England in a fight for liberty and the higher civilisation, 
was proof of its intentions and should afford every encouragement to those whose 
hearts were still fearful. 


I assured His Excellency that I should be most happy to convey his message, 
or the message of any other Russian Statesmen, to the Jewish workpeople in 
Great Britain and America, and I expressed the hope that the industrial and 
economic association of Great Britain and Russia would be developed in such a 
way as to mitigate many of the worst consequences of the crisis through which 
the two nations were now passing.

A Sermon for the Week.

AS AE OTHER 1IMES. 


_ And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, I will go out, as at other times 
before, and shake myself. And he wist not that the Lord had departed from 
him. —Judges xvi. 20. 


The story of Samson is told in the Book of Judges in the characteristic 
fashion of Bible biography. There is nothing extenuated and nothing con- 
cealed. Here we have the man as he isin his strength and his weakness, 
in his right-doing and his wrong-doing. In modern biography the writer 
obtrudes himself, in Scriptural biography the writer conceals himself; and 
in this biography he offers no apology, no explanation, no criticism at all 
He simply shows us how Samson went through his life, how he met the 
trials and the tests that turn a man to the right hand or to the left hand of 
Cod, how he used the equipment that God had given him in the battle and 
warfare of his life. All through we are simply face to face with Samson, 
from the splendid promise of his youth, over which God's intention broods 
gently like the dawn, to the misery of his self-ruined life. The most 
striking thing about him is his hair. His unshorn hair was a solemn thing 
to him. It marked out a certain dedication of him to God, a certaia 
separation of him among men, the indications and signs of which were 
abstinence from strong drink and from all contact with unclean things. 

THE STRONG MAN’S WEAKNESS. 

jut so far as we can see, that is all the religion Samson possessed, 
Doubtless he had a certain faith in the God of {srael and in Israel's 
future, which did help to @edeem his life from utter ignobleness. But the 
main use of Samson’s life is far from that of inspiration and example. 
He is here rather as a signal warning. His life is a-chart given 
to the mariners over these perilous seas of life with certain rocks 
marked black. We are familiar with Milton's poem of Samson 
Agonistes. But the Samson of the Bible is not at all the Samson of the 
poem. Milton’s Tragedy depicts Samson as.a stately, majestic, fallen hero, 
great and admirable in every respect. even in his overthrow. ~The Samson 
of the Book of Judges is quite another man. He is not a man whom we 
can respect, though he is a man whom we cannot possibly help liking. A 
boyish, sunny, radiant soul—keen for life as he understands it. The sort 
of man to be exposed ‘to extra temptation by the very qualities that were 
fitted to make him so popular. He helped to hearten the people in 
a hard time. He could jest and laugh. But there is a false ring in 
his laughter; just a touch of the crackling of thorns under a pot, of 
the noisy laughter of the fool. For Samson was indeed no better thap 
a fool. -The strong man, as we call him, the strongest man of his day, he 
was essentially the weakest man of his day or any day. No doubt he did 
much to save his country ; he began, as the record says, to save Israel from 
the Philistines. But himself he could not save. The story of his birth is 
beautiful and tender as a summer morning. We see the parents in holy 
converse with a messenger sent from heaven to announce the child's birth. 
There grows up before them a vision of what the child may be and ought to 
be. It stamps itself chiefly upon the mother’s heart. But the mother and 
father both resolve that the life God would wish their boy to lead they will 


help him to lead. Under these happy auspices the boy is born, and under — 


such a training he grows up until the time comes that as an Israelite he 
must take his responsible part in the burdens and the pain of his people. 


IN THE CAMP OF DAN. 


His first activities are in the camp of Dan, where the manhood of his 
tribe are wont to gather for military exercise, or to take counsel together 
concerning the public peril. We read “ The spirit of the Lord moved him 
in the camp of Dan.” We must imagine him listening round the camp 
fires at night to the wondrous stories told of the great brave deeds of old, 
or listening to the chants of his people, the song of Moses at the sea, or of 
Deborah after her victory. All this would move him nearer to what was 
great and glorious in the history of his people, and he would conceive a 
great purpose; to do something for God and for Israel. At a later period 
of his life we see him in Gaza. Gaza was the chief seaport of the 
Philistines, a great commercial city, a gay pleasure-loving place, contrasting 
strikingly with the quiet home-life in the tribe of Dan. Gaza lay very near 
to the camp of Dan, and there all that he had purposed and felt was to be 
put to the test. As we know, he could not stand the test. He thought he 
was stronger than he was. He believed he could go so far and not farther, 
Therein he made his fatal mistake. One day he woke up to find he had 
made a fatal mistake, but saying to himself: “It is all right; I will go out 
as at other times and resume my life.’"” But he was never more to go out 
“as at other times.” He had gone too far, and once too often. Not till 
he tried to resume his life did he find that the Lord had departed from him. 


LIFE WITHOUT PRINCIPLE. 


What the story shows us is a life without principle. Samson had no 
definite and consecutive purpose in life. Even an inferior principle, even 
any kind of purpose, would have spared him much that he suffered, 
Almost anything better than that he should have drifted as he did. 
But the man had no rudder to steer his life by. Thus he was doomed 


to drift upon the rocks, and to make shipwreck of his life. The Talmud 
tells us that Samson’s eyes were put out because he “ followed them” too 


often (Sotah, 9b). NS INK PA woe. What 


a strange and awful trust this life of ours is. It is the one thing with which 
we must not play. Samson’s weakness is twofold. Through lack of moral 


strength he reveals the secret of his physical strength, and is thus betrayed | 


into the loss of this also. It was the man's great failing, apparent through- 
out his history, but reaching a climax in the incident recorded in the the text. 
Samson was neglecting his duty, and degrading himself with evil courses 
of conduct. Instead of toiling, fighting, and sacrificing himself for 
his country, he was wasting his hours in pleasure. Strong against rude 
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violence, he showed himself weak before soft persnasion. Had he been 
less strohg, he would have been less rash. He had a giant's 
strength, but it was a strength derived from spiritual sources; it 
was the outcome of an inspiration. Hence he grew weak through the 
departure of the spirit of the Lord. His strength depended on the observance 
of the Nazarite’s vow. When the vow was broken the strength fled. But 
note how unconscious Samson was at first of the fearful loss he had sustained. 
He “wist not that the Lord was departed from him.” One of the worst 
effects of God's departure is that it leaves us in a state of ignorance of the 
fact” As with the death which follows extreme cold, the very fatality lies 
in the fact that the more dangerous our condition, the more numbed are 
our faculties to any feeling of distress. The man from whom God has 
departed has neither the keenness of conscience to discern the fact, nor 
the feeling of concern to take any notice of it. In an unfounded conviction 
that at any time a little effort will restore him to the position he has 
wantonly abandoned, he is slumbering unconscious of his loss, until at last, 
like Samson awakened out of his sleep, he "I will go out, as at

A COMPLEX CHARACTER. 


Samson was a strange compound of good and bad, and in some respects 


he is a complete enigma. Ushered into the world by an angelic herald, we 
expect that he will inaugurate some great movement, or accomplish some 
glorious reformation. But he inspired no enthusiasm, secured no confidence, 
organised no army, wrought no great deliverance, and he failed in all 
these things not because he lacked 
neutralised by moral weakness. He isa signal instance of a man who, 
with the finest opportunities and the fairest prospects, mars both by his 
ywwn folly and sin. Physical vigour is of little value without moral firmness. 
Samson could slay a thousand Philistines with no other weapon than the 
jaw-bone of an ass, but he could not slay his own lusts, and so at length we 
find hima poor blind slave, whose very strength was turned to aecount by 
his oppressors, as they set him to grind for their advantage and to wrestle 
tor their sport. jut with all his forget his 
penitence or fail to note the pity of God for him, when, with earnest 
entreaty, he sought the divine favour. We may regard bis death as the 
elf-sacrifice of one who was willing to devote himself to\the welfare of his 
country. On the whole, we ascribe to his faith in God that he did so 
much, while we trace it to the feebleness of his faith that he did no more. 
Had he been as powerful spiritually as he was physically, his life would 
have been one of the grandest in the annals of. humanity. But as it was, 
a man. outwardly weaker, but possessed.of firmness of character, would 
have accomplished more than he effected. Thus, in his life we have

End Jewish life in all its phases, lam partly in agreement with the strictures 
passed by yourself and the Rev. J. F. Stern upon the seeming travesty of a 
Kippur Service which had its setting in an East End theatre.

THE LATE LIEUT. WALTER MORTIMER WOOLP. 


Sec.-Lieut. Walter Richard Mortimer Woolf, B.A., LL.B., of the 2nd 
Border Regt., who died on the 26th of September of wounds received the previous 
day in action, was educated at Clifton College and Christ's College, Cambridge, 
and was twenty-nine years of age. He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Mortimer 
Woolf, of “‘ Mayfield,” Mortimer Crescent, London, and a nephew of Mr. Alber: 
M. Woolf, and was a solicitor by profession. He was an athlete, having rowed 
for Christ's College at Henley, and for two years in succession was in the winning 
boat forthe Thames Challenge Cup. He was a good swimmer, and saved the life 
of a woman at Brighton a month ago when home on short leave. 


TRIBUTE BY THE REV. E. LEVINE. 


Preaching last Sabbath at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, on the mean 
of the real sacrifice, the Kev. Ephraim Levine, M.A., paid the following tribute 
to the memory of Walter Mortimer Woolf :— 

| have been led to speak in this strain this morning by the thought of the 
promising career which has just closed. Last Sunday, when news rea hed 
that our troops were doing great things in France, the angel of death was at the 
very moment hovering round thousands of homes. He had already penetrated 
into the home of Walter Woolf, a young man of rare gifts, whose early death will 
be deeply mourned not only by the immediate members of his family but by a 
large circle of friends. Walter Woolf made the.real sacrifice, he left everything, 
parents, home, friends, his profession, his comfort, to fight the cause of truth and 
liberty. He realised that man is his brother's keeper. Thus be threw himsel! 
heart and soul into the defence of his country and the protection of his country 
men's liberties. In this synagogue he will be missed, for here he worshipped as 
a boy, and as a young man. I remember him weil as a friend and 
contemporary at Cambridge. Endowed with brain and physique he dis. 
tinguished himself in study and athletics. He graduated as B.A., LL.B. and 
rowed in his College boat. He was in the truest sense a true type of an English- 
man and Jew, combining the excellences of both. Small wonder that a career 
of usefulness was predicted for bim. To one seeing Walter Woolf fifteen months 
avo, he was a youth to be envied, he seemed to have everything that promised a 
l.fe of happiness and success—yet he sacrificed all, true to his ideals, faithful to 
his upbringing, a worthy son of his University. The parting of friends is one of 
life's saddest experiences, and the thought of the heroic end of so many of those 
with whom but a few years ago we took sweet counsel in the happy days of college 
life makes us at times unutterably sad. Yet we draw comfort from the belief 
that life is not measured by length of days in the sight of God, to wirom a thousand 
years are as yesterday. Walter Woolf lived a fall life, and he did much in fis 
brief span of twenty-eight years. His death on the field of battle leaves a void in 
many a heart; to his parents and the other members of his home circle the loss 
of one so gifted and so noble cannot be measured ; time may heal wounds, but 
time will not efface memories. To us who knew him and honoured him, the 
memory of Walter Woolf's life and his ideals will serve as a precious heritage and 
an incentive to answer the call to holy living as the best preparation for holy 
dying. 

AN APPRECIATION, 

The death of W. R. Mortimer Woolf on the battlefield has deprived 
his many friends and relatives of a companion whom it is impossible to 
replace. Perhaps the greatest asset of a really strong and lovable personality 
was his absolute reliability and trustworthiness. Had he been spared, these 
characteristics would no doubt have carried him far in his profession of solicitor. 
In spite of his youth, all who consulted him were ‘struck by his quick grasp of 
matters submitted to him, and by the judgment which enabled him to see things 
in their true perspective, 

He had a very keen sense of humour, and his dry wit enlivened many a 
gathering. He was extraordinarily modest and always loth to speak about him- 
self or any successes he achieved. Fear was a thing unknown to him, and only a 
few weeks ago, while home on leave, he observed a woman in difficulties in the 
sea at one of our south coast resorts. While those around were merely talking 
about it, he dashed into the water and rescued her, hurrying away immediately 
after to avoid the applause of the onlookers. The rescued woman thus did not 
even know the name of the tall officer to whom she owed her life. He was for 
very many years a manager of the Victoria Club for Working Lads, where many 
a poor boy will miss him. 

While at Cambridge he was well known as an Oarsman, being twice in the 
winning team for the Thames Cup at Henley. He was extremely popular, with 
his men, one of whom recently made the remark, “Ob, he's all right; there 
isn't a man in the regiment who wouldn't give his life for him.” Those who 
knew him feel equally confident that he too would have sacrificed himself for any 
of his men.

His example has been st inspiring to 
me and to all of us, and the men are full of admiration for him. Th our life here 
he was the life and soul of our company. Others, and I personally, miss his 
cheery voice very greatly. I feel very greatly that the regiment has lost.a most 


oqo, and most certainly a very gallant officer, and I myself greatly deplore 
is loss.

THE LATE LIEUT. LEO E. DAVIES. 


Information has now been received which removes almost the last hope for 
Lieut. Leo'E. Davis, of Liverpool, who was reported “ missing, believed killed ” 
at the Dardanelles. Wounded men of his regiment, the 5th Manchesters, that 
took part in the action of August 6th, have arrived in England, and among them 
the orderly of Lieut. Davis. In a letter to the father, Mr. Herbert J. Davis, the 
orderly wrote that Lieut. Davis led his men right up to the Turkish trenches 
and then received a wound on the right side. “I placed him on one side out of 
the way of the bombs and put sandbags under him to make him as comtortable 
as possible; soon after, | was wounded and I tried to help him again 
but he did not move and I laid him down as dead. I am awfully sorry to send 
you these sad words. I was his orderly and all the men used to say what a nice 
ofiicer we had got.

THE LATE 2nd-LIEUT. BERNARD ABINGER. 


Second-Lieut. Bernard Russell Abinger, 2nd Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
who was killed in France, was aged twenty-one. The only son of Mr. Bernard 
&. Abinger, he returned from Canada on the outbreak of war and enlisted in the 
ist Life Guards, going to the front in October of last year. He was recom- 
mended for a commission in August last, and was gazetted to the Royal Berkshire 
Regiment. On September 17th he was awarded the Military Cross. His Colonel 
writes: “ He was the bravest man I ever knew.” He was a fine horseman, having 
lived on a ranch in South America for nearly five years. He won many prizes 
for running and swimming, and was a first-rate cricketer and football player. 
Lieut. Abinger's cousin, Midshipman Vivian George Edward Spencer Schreiber, 
was killed off the coast of Chili in’ the “ Monmouth” on November Ist last. 


THE LATE RIFLEMAN PERCY SINGER. 


Rifleman Percy Pinkus Singer, of the 2ad Batt. Rifle Brigade, whose death 
in action took placein France on the 25th of September, at the age of 194, was one 
of the first to answer the country's call on the outbreak of hostilities. Pinkus was 
not the only one of his family serving his country. The sad news of his death in 
fact reached his parents in a letter from another son, Rifleman Judah Singer, 
serving in the same regiment. Judah's letter was dated France, 26th September, 
and was addressed to another brother, Harry. Harry, however, had prior to the 
receipt of this commanication joined the Army Gymnastic Staft. 

In the course of the letter above referred to from Rifleman Judah Singer, he 
weitess 5: Our dear brother Percy was killed in action yesterday. We 
advanced on our front and took three lines of trenches. It was while 
doing so that Percy was killed. I did not know this till this morning. I had to 
take the men's packs up this morning. You can imagine the shock I had when I 
was told of his death by a man who stood by his side when he was hit. I brougb, 


: his pack away with me. 
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Ihave itnow. Hecould not be brought back into our 
lines. It was between the German's third and second line of trenches where he 
washit. . . . Ihave just been handed the parcel you sent for Percy. He was 
the only comfort I had out here. How I used to look forward to seeing him 
when out of the trenches ' 

In a further letter, Rifleman Judah Singer writes: The men have praised 
him. He proved himself a brave lad. He volunteered to go as swordsman, as 
we lost most of our bombers. I saw him a day previous to going into action. 
He was very cheerful and seemed confident of getting through alright. So far 
as can be ascertained at present, the last letter Rifleman Pinkus wrote is dated 
23rd September, also addressed to his brother Harry, in which the deceased! 
Rifleman wrote in connection with Yom Kippur services: “‘I wrote to Mr. Adler 
inquiring for the name of the nearest place to us where Jews reside or where 
services were being held. His reply did not reach me till Erev Yom Kippur. It 
consisted of an invitation to Judah Figgins (the only other Jew besides ourselves) 
and myself to attend morning service on the 18th at a place called ——. We 
three were given permission to be absent from our quarters for the twenty-four 
hours. We did not, however, find out where this place mentioned is till late on 
the 1sth. Having no means of conveyance we could not attend, for this*place is 
at least fifteen miles from here. Even had we been able, we would not have 
ridden Yom Tov. We, therefore, stayed at Judah's place. . . .” 

On hearing of the death of Pte. Lionel Goldston (son of the Rev. N. Gold 
ston), Rifleman Pinkus Singer wrote to Mr. Goldston a letter of condolence, in 
which he mentioned that, of course, he could not tell but that his own end might 
come at any moment, but when that end did come he hoped to be able to say, 
‘*T am ready, Sir,” a very pathetic expression for a boy of nineteen, especially in 
the light of after events. 

THE LATE PTE. CHARLES LETZkyY. 

Much sympathy is felt. by the members of the Sunderland Jewish community 
with Mrs. Letzky at the untimely death of her son, Pte. Charles Letzky, 
2nd Durhams, killed in action. It was indeed a case w iere the poor widow has 
contributed her mite. The late Private in a letter to his sorrow-stricken mother 
only two days before he was killed, wrote “Don't worry ma, lam fghting for 
the cause of freedom, which is the cause of our people.” A mate of his who sent 
his mother the sad news, writes : Charlie was the bravest of the brave, the jolliest 
of the jolly. In a sympathetic letter to the mother, the Rev. Michael Adler 
writes: He was a brave boy and did his duty well. His Captain told me that he 
was one of his best soldiers. It is sad to think that he was present at a service 
I arranged in his district on Kippur, and is now lost to you. May his soul rest 
in peace.—L. M.

‘THE PLIGHT OF THE JEWISH REFUGEES IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 
The sufferings of the refugees in the districts close to the war zone are 
indescribable. 28,000 Jewish refugees who had recently found shelter at Dvinsk 
had to move to the interior provinces. In the vicinity of Baranovitchi whole 
communities of Jewish townlets are marching eastwards for safety. The male 
inhabitants of Wilna, who were of military age, were also transported into the 
interior. Whole batches of Jewish refugees from Eisishok, Rudzishek and 
Olkenik were found wandering in the huge forests in a pitiable condition. Eighty 
of them lost their reason. At Zhitomir large groups of Jewish refugees arrived

from the districts of Rovno, Dubno, Kremenetz, and Novgorodvohlynsk. In the 
camps of the Galician Jews (near the Austrian frontier) awaiting their repatriation | 


various epidemics have broken out. Owing to the great distress at Minsk the 
Rabbis have permitted the bakers and tradesmen to bake bread and sell food on 
Saturdays and Holy Days.

Those who favour this view may be very amiable gentlemen; but in the 
delirium of “ patriotic” fever they prefer to follow what are really flights of fancy 
rather than facts. They will pay no heed to the fact that one of the foremost of 
Jewish ministers has had to resign his position, at an Anglicised synagogue, too, 
because hé could not get his congregation to agree with his “ reformed ” views. . 
Neither will they heed the fact that there are many Jews refraining from enl:st- 
ment because they dread the idea of eating N50. Rather will they note t)at 
because thousands of Jewish soldiers have enlisied (because they felt it ther duty 
to do so) in various units as there were no Jewish battalions, they will not favour 
Jewish battalions. 

The majority of Jews—aye, and Gentiles—are undoubtedly in favour of 
Jewish battalions. I am not against Jews fighting with non-Jews, but I do contend 
that even War should, as far as possible, not prevent the observance of religious 
rites. I am, therefore, strongly opposed to those who set themselves up as the 
mouthpieces of Jewry, and by gross misrepresentation of facts declare to the wor!d 
that “the Jews preferred to fight in every unit” rather than “observe ther 
religious practices! ”

TO THE EDITOR.—From® PRO REGE ET PATRIA.” 

Srr,—I trust you will grant me the hospitality of your columns to ventilate a 
grievance which is keenly felt by Jewish soldiers and their friends. When here 
on leave many of them are, of necessity, financially’ unprovided for, and when 
descriptions of the kindly and enthusiastic treatment in other Jewish centres are 
read one cannot help comparing with this the scant consideration they received 
from the community in Leeds 

On the last oceasion of their visit, the Leeds Jewish Board of Guardians 
decided to make some allowance to those soldiers who required it during the 
extended furlough they enjoyed whilst in town for the high festivals. The 
almoner, however, who had charge of this distribution, treated the applicants 
with great harshness—on one occasion actually addressing them “‘as beggars.” 

It is surely anomalous to leave the entertainment and encouragement of “ our 
heroes” to a charitable institution which delegates all control to an almoner 
whose duties are to administer relief to casual mendicants, and who evidently has 
not the ability to differentiate between those who beg for alms and those who 
bear arms. 

I hope that a different system will prevail in future, and I venture to as 
your kindly assistance in making public the present state of things. |

Dr. Samuel Daiches was happily inspired when he seized upon the — 


connection between the “ men at the front "’ and a more recent incident in 
Palestinian history. His volume on “Lord Kitchener and his Work 
in Palestine "’ (Luzac) ought to go to the front; no better present could be 
found for our Jewish soldiers in the battle areas. Dr. Daiches shows how 
the period of research in Palestine © provided Kitchener with work in which 
he could and did develop and show his great capacities, work which 
strengthened his power of vision and opened for him new sources of quiet 
and strong inspiration."’ All the qualities which make Lord Kitchener 
great in the war crisis marked him out for greatness when he was engaged 
between 1874 and 1878 in helping to survey and prepare a map of Western 
Palestine. Dr. Daiches gives a delightful account of the life led by the 
explorers, in camp and in field, with interesting quotations from Kitchener's 
own letters and reports. There are excellent points in every page of this 
notable book. Thus: “ Kitchener’s exploration work was completed after 
he had devoted to it exactly four years. Kitchener always completes 
the work he undertakes.” Naturally Dr. Daiches fully describes the 
actual services rendered by Kitchener to our knowlege of Palestinian sites ; 
if the description is eulogy more than criticism, the reason is that there was 
no ground for sti: t ng praise. Fine as the whole volume is, finest of all is 
the peroration. The last five pis*s are the best thing that Dr. Daiches 
has ever written, and all Jewish readers will share his gratification that 
“ our land and our book hada share in the shaping of one of the world’s 
master-minds.” Truly “ we will always remember that the name of Lord 
Kitchener is bound up for ever with his work in Palestine.” Dr. Daiches’ 
book ought to have a wide circulation in the Jewish as in the general com- 
munity.

In 
ome ways gifted with practical wisdom beyond his years—as 
is shown by his sketch for an ideal education—in others he had 
, remarkable perception of the “ marvellous, the mysterious, the unusual.” 
Yet his imagination did not runriot in wild contrivance. It was restrainedbv a 
knowledge of science, especially of chemistry, which had a special appeal 
for him. Another quality rightly ascribed to his stories is their reticence. 
We have here “ a sense of proportion rare except in the very best work.” If 
constructive power is weak, it was just the art that “ could easily have been 
learnt and practised, and, as he grew older and more experienced, he would 
have come to realise that nothing can be built without scaffolding.” Even 
so, these fragments are of outstanding merit. Their author had evidently 
planned, too, something resembling a coherent whole, for he intended “ to 
complete a volume of short stories, each to be written round a 
precious stone, before his seventeenth birthday.” Clearly, gems had 
a fascination for him—he hunted for antiquities, and his collection 
has been added to the museum at St. Paul's School, where he was educated. 
Beyond a doubt, it was a wise decision to publish this book. Immature the 
work may be, but not common or insignificdnt. Edgar Magnus 
Birnstingl was gifted with exceptiqnal talents, and many outside his family 
circle will rejoice in the possession of this memorial to a fine personality. 


Books Reviewed. 


PROFESSOR LAKE ON FAITH. 


Professor Lake has expanded, and, to some extent, re-written, his series of 
lectures delivered in Boston, and has re-published them under the title of “The 
Stewardship of Faith.” (Christophers, 5s. net.) He gives in summary “ the 
probable results of moderate historical criticism relating. to the transition from the 
primitive beliefs of the disciples to the sacrimental constitution of the Catholic 
church. The author, who writes primarily for educated laymen, suggests that 
the great churches of Christendom have reached a point at which the legacy from 
their past, regarded as a call not to maintain a fixed position but to move forward 
both ethically and intellectually, is of special timeliness and urgency.” 

It is not too much to say that this book, both in importance and interest, 
ranks in the highest class. True as this will be found from the point of view of 
the general reader, in the case of the Jewish student it will be even more true. 
It is not often that a statement of theology carries along the reader with an 
attention as intense as that aroused by an exciting romance, but Professor Lake, 
by his daring and originality, carries us to the summit of lofty peaks and makes us 
wonder how he is ever going to regain asafe level. As he makes point after 
point, one finds oneself asking: “ How can he, as a Churchman, afford to make 
this admission? What will be left of his Christianity at the end of the book ?” 
And it is not only in dealing with new facts and theories that Professor Lake is 
Ogiginal; he displays this power to a far greater extent in his re-statement of 
matter previously known, and this is the harder task. Any estimate that can be 
made of the book is necessarily feeble and inadequate owing to the exigencies of 
space ; it might profitably be discussed, chapter by chapter, in a lecture-room; 
nevertheless, the opportunity may be taken of briefly calling attention to a few 
features of outstanding interest. 

In the preface, Professor Lake outlines his scope. He regards faith as the 
keystone of Christianity, or indeed of religion, and it is the necessity of holding 
steadfast to faith that has induced him to write this book. “Faith . . . was 
expressed in many different ways; in a series of theological and metaphysical 
propositions ; in tlhe splendour and pomp of sacrimental liturgy ; in the imposing 
structure of Christian ethics. But all these things were the expression, not the 
essence, of the faith which overcame the world; and the churches will fail in their 
Stewardship if they confuse theexpression with the reality. . . .” Professor 
Lake suggests that as the early Christians translated their message from the terms 
of Greek thought to those of the Graeco-Roman world, so the Churches of to-day 
Ought seriously to consider the necessity for a further move and for giving to the 
world a “theology which will comply with the reasonable clajms of the intelli- 
gence.” His definition of theology is terse: “theology. is the expression of 
religion in the language of the intellect.” At the very outset, on page 3, he 
almost concedes the charge brought against modern ecclesiastical Christianity, of 
sacrificing the cause for which the Church was founded in order to perpetuate the 
accidents of its constitution. He shows how, in early times, identity of expres- 
sion was constantly abandoned in order to preserve the unity of experience under 
changed surroundings. With his picture of Judaism, and especially of Apocalyptic 
Judaism, we can find ourselves in agreement, with this reservation, that Professor 
Lake tends somewhat to over emphasise the importance of the latter phase. 
Apocalyptic religion was never normal: we must always beware of trying to 
gauge our impressions of the whole sum of religious life and experience from one 
extreme section. - Professor Lake shows in a brilliant paradox how often illusions 
are the source of progress. On pp. 12 seq., he maintains that Apocalyptic 
Judaism owed its spiritual value to the very fact of its material failure. He is 
also right in calling attention to the Zealots and in maintaining that in estimating 
the general current of religious thought in Judaism at the time of the rise of 
Christianity, adequate notice must be taken of the share which the Zealots played. 

In his second chapter Professor Lake deals with the teaching of Jesus anda its 
relation to Apocalyptic Judaism, He gives a very excellent résumé of New 
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Testament Criticism, a résumé which will be of much value to Jewish students 
who may not have had the opportunity of studying the question systematically. 
He shows how necessary it is to recover the original material from the present 
Gospels. It is quite useless to treat the Synoptics and the Fourth Gospel as four 
first hand records of equal authority and parallel importance for the same facts, 
and upon this basis to estimate the teaching of Jesus. Having separated the 
records, and as far as possible recovered “ ().,” then only is it possible to proceed 
with study and comparison. Viewed thus, it is obvious that the preaching of 
Jesus was homogeneous with Jewish Apocalyptic teaching, The original message 
in Mark, “ The Kingdom of Heaven is at hand; repent, and hear the good news,” 
has, as Professor Lake states, been curiously misunderstood. In translating the 
Greek word by Gospel instead of by good news, Christians have often introduced 
all the implications of the later Pauline or Lutheran theology. But the good 
news was not the acceptance of the Gospels, but the belief that the coming of the 
Kingdom was at hand. This is surely a very remarkable admission for a church- 
man to make. 

It is scarcely necessary to say of Professor Lake that he deals fairly with the 
Scribes and Pharisees, but there is one point that seems to call for comment. {ft 
is the question of the call to repentance, in its relation to classes and individuals. 
The Scribes, no less than Jesus, were proclaiming the necessity of repentance, 
but Professor Lake seems to imply that the former deliberately excluded certain 
classes, such as Publicans and sinners, and regarded them as essentially debarred 
from entry into the Kingdom of Heaven. It was to these classes, says Professor 
Lake, that the message of Jesus was addressed. But in reality there was no 
difference between the two calls to repentance. “ Jesus did not tell sinners te 
continue sinning, and nevertheless offer them entry into the Kingdom.” But 
neither did the Pharisees. The question is, was it possible for a man to remaina 
Publican witbout sinning? Hence, could a Publican, under any circumstances, 
succeed in entering the Kingdom of Heaven’ The very same dilemma presents 
itself in the attitude of Jesus towards the rich. It would be unfair to say that 
Jesus deliberately excluded all rich men from the Kingdom of Heaven; it is no 
less unfair to bring the same charge against the Scribes with reference. to 
Publicans. Obviously there might be exceptions in both classes, and no Scribe 
would have suggested that a pious and God-fearing Publican would be excluded 
if he carried out his profession in righteousness. 

On page 36 Professor Lake raises another interesting difficulty. In what 
act lay the betrayal of Judas? It is suggested that Jesus had never publicly 
claimed to be the Messiah, and that Judas gave evidence that this claim had been 
urged in secret to the Disciples. Professor Lake deals with the attitude of the 
Priests towards Jesus and of both towards the Zealots. One passage is so 
interesting that it is impossible not to quote it in full :— 

By a curious but intelligible process Christians came in the next generation to put 
on the Scribes and their successors, the Rabbis, the guilt of the judicial murder of 
Jesus. That is because the controversy between the Christians and the Jews was 
primarily a matter which concerned the Scribes, It centred in the exposition of the law 
and the interpretation of Scripture, especially the Messianic passages. It was natural 
to connect the existing Jewish opponents with the death of Jesus. But it seems to me 
that financial interest rather than theological hatred was the real cause of the accusation 
of the priests, though they dressed it up in a partly political, partly religions, form. f 
do not think that history gives us reason for supposing that the financial interests of a 
wealthy class are an inadequate explanation of a failure of justice. 


This is very much the conclusion reached by Mr. Montefiore in his Synoptic 
Gospels. 

Protessor Lake goes very far for a Churchman, and some of his sentences 
make one think very seriously of the approximation between Jewish and Christian 
thought. He seems to throw overboard so much that has been a barrier between 
the two faiths. He shows (p. 43) how in turn Christianity has given up the belief 
in an infallible Bible, and an infallible church and now he is prepared to 
jettison an infallible Jesus. But Professor Lake is not writing for a purpose. He 
disclaims “ Reunion” as his goal. Although he points out the differences and 
also the links which divide the various Christian bodies his plea is for mutual 
recognition and not for assimilation. He holds that when a parent body splits 
into two parts the world is enriched by two living and powerful new organisms. 
Schism is but another name for birth ; it is only in the lower orders that schism is 
unaccompanied by pain, but the birth-pangs of every movement destined to bring 
happiness to mankind must be sharp and bitter. This profound remark may be 
applied not only to Judaism and its relation to its own varying schools of though, 
but to the mutual relation of Judaism to Christianity. 

It is more than surprising to find that Professor Lake gives up completely the 
belief in the Fall of Man. But it must be confessed that he does not provide in 
its place an adequate raison d'étre for Jesus as acosmic counterpoise. Christianity, 
so it must always seem to an outsider, has no justification (theologically. of course, 
not Spiritually), beyond that. If the Lawcan, as Christianity admits, sufficiently 
provide for the salvation of man as long as he is untainted by original sin, what is 
the necessity for the abrogation of the Law and a fresh Divine interposition if the 
human race has been born pure ? 

What has been written hitherto does, it is to be feared, but scant justice to 
the author. It is only intended to draw the attention of Jewish students to a 
book which can only be described as one of the most remarkable products of 
present-day theology, one which deserves to be read now more than ever whea 
the cry isso often voiced that Christianity is at the cross-road, nay that it has 
even proved itself a failure, when men of serious thought are overhauling theic 
theology and subjecting their faith to the severest strain. Onthe w hole it must 
be admitted that the tendency of the book, if an outsider may venture to say so, 
is more destructive than constructive. That the cause of all religion would suffer 
incalculable harm by a set back to Christianity is almost too obvious to be stated. 
Hence one rather hopes that Professor Lake may soon supplement this 
work with another which will develop his present thesis on more positive lines 
and will therefore perhaps be more satisfactory to the Christian ‘‘ Am-haaretz.”

Lord Kitchener and His Work in Palestine 


By Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES. 


A fascinating study of the character and weck .of Lord Kitchener forty years ago,

they will not find greater nobles than they are. He takes the He of Hat-tovinti 
as an article (so also LXX, Vulgate and Syriac), and Tovim as a designation of 
the nobles of those three Kingdoms. Therefore the phrase “the nobles of these 
Kingdoms” is parallel to “those who are at rest on Zion and secure in the 
Mountain of Samaria.” This use of J7: is justified by reference to Gesenius. 

This number marks the conclusion of volume 26, and it is well to point out 
that Dr. Daiches has already dealt in the Expository Times, during the past 
year with the following passages: Deuteronomy 33, 2; Amos 3, 3-8; 6,2; 6, 5 
Dr. Gaster’s article “The Lord of Hosts” must also be mentioned in this con 
nection. 

Dr. Daiches has also commented on Psalm 68. 15 in the Z. A. W., and his 
Assyriological studies have been noted abroad, by Prof. Konig in the January 


issue of the Z.A.T. W. His lecture on Lord Kitchener's work in Palestine is 
reproduced by Sir E. Pears in the Palestine Exploration Fund quarterly statement 
for July. The book will be noticed next month. 


THE MENORAH JOURNAL. 


The third nember of Vol. 1 well sustains the excellent standard set in the 
two former numbers. The paper and printing are very attractive and the illus 
trations so well executed that it aftords some surprise that the only pictures 
provided are those of the authors and those contained in the advertisement pages. 
But to pass to the articles themselves, which are all .worthy of praise. In the first 
place a word about the general composition of the number; it is varied, and 
varied in the good sense, that is to Say room is found for matters of general as 
well as of local interest and the afiairs of to-day are neither excluded nor do they 
capture a disproportionate amount of space in the index. Professor Gottheil 
writes on the war from the Jewish standpoint, and he shows historically and 
politically what effect it 1s likely to have and our attitude to the situation From 
the pen of Professor Amram, under the title of “ Paths of Pleasantness, we 
have a useful stady of the Jewish Law. The concluding portion of Mr. Lowen 
thal's essay on Zionism, which gained the prize offered by the Menoral, will be 
of yreat value to those who seek a brief but complete account of the development 
of the movement 

The article by Dr. Ehot entitled “ The Potency of the Jewish Race” is three 
pages of praise and appreciation. This verdict coming from so distinguished a 
scholar, would command attention and value if one could be sure of the rity 
of the writer, but it 1s difficult to reconcile such a sentence as “ The Jewish Kace 
afiords the strongest instance of the influence on a human stock of lofty wWeals, ‘ 
persistently held wherever on the face of the earth a fragment of the race has 
planted itself * with the reference to Judaism which has been «juoted in the notice 
of Dr. Eliot's pamphlet above. 


PALESTINE AND THE POWERS. By Frask G. JANNaway. (Elliot 


Stock is Od. nett). 


Mr. Jannaway is not unknown to Jewish readers, and especially to that 
section of them which is interested in the New Palestine He has paid several 
visits to the Holy Land, and his “ Palestine and the Jews,” published: last year, 
was the fruit of one of them. His new book is in a sense a new edition of it 
predecessor, but it is far more than this. The earlier book contained much that 
is Of value to students of the regeneration of Palestine. All of this, in some 
cases extended and developed, is to be found in the new volume. In addition it 
treats of the conditions which have arisen since the outbreak of war and emphasises 
the relationship which the author sees bet ween current events and biblical prophecy. 
Mr. Jannaway has no doubt regarding the re-creation of a Jewish State in Palestine 
inthe not distant future, but the means by which he considers that that consumma 
tion will be reached are not altogether conventional. To give particulars of the 
successive steps in international politics which he foresees would, perhaps, not be 
altogether fair to him. Those who are interested should obtain the book, which 
is published at a very reasonable figure. The excellent photographs that 
appeared in the earlier volume are reproduced in this one, in which also several 
others appear. The book also contains an excellent map of Palestine, “ showthe 
Jewish colonies,” as we!l as one of Turkey, “ Then and Now.” A. M:H.
